He w as dressed in p arad e uniform w ith broad

w ell,

and erect, and repeatedly w av in g vigorous 
salu tes to th e crow d. 
H e cam e to ttio w in­ 
dow o ften d u rin g th e day.

a lte r th e a rriv a l of P rin ce B ism arck an d 
G en eral V on M oltke, all tb reo appeared, 
th e E m p ero r In th e centre, w ith B ism arck 
pa his rig h t an d V on M oltke on his left.

Tl»« profit from a cow depends Terr mach 
ttpon the c e r t she make* at the outset of 
her m ilking period. If any mishap then 
occurs, it is a net-back for that season, if 
not permanently. For this reason Ijdways 
advocate and have p recti ('od the rearing 
of cows for m ilk and butter from calfhood. 
breeding calves from the best fall-grown 
cows that can be procured, with a well- 
selected pare bred boll of the breed chosen 
or fancied, and rearing them with the 
greatest care under a reasonable and prac­ 
tical system. The first calf makes or mars 
the cow ; and from the first pregnancy, 
when the mammary glands begin to de­ 
velop up to the '‘coming in,’* is the most 
important period of e cow's life. W hat is 
gained then m sy be held and added to; 
what is lost eau hardly ever be recovered. 
An attack of garget, a lost teat, a vicious 
habit aeq aired, become permanent injuries 
to the cow and greatly reduce her Talus. 
Before the first calf is dropped the novitiate 
cow should be gently handled ail over, the 
udder rubbed and manipolated.and the teats 
drawn and gently squeezed as if in the act 
of milking. This is not only a part of the 
eow*s physical training, and tends to the 
fuller development of the milk glands, bat 
Is a part of her moral discipline, and makes 
her doeile and tractable when she after­ 
wards comes to be milked. 
A month before the close of the period. 
the feed should be regulated in such a man­ 
ner ss to maintain ber condition and get 
around any Inflammatory action of the 
system. I have found dry hey with a bran 
mash once a day the safest food for a cow, 
young or old. aud this feeding during the 
month previous to calving bas always been 
a part of my system of management. 
It 
bas, I believe, been the reason for sn entire 
escape from attacks of garget, milkfever, 
abortion, and every other mishap to which 
in* oming cows are subject, for in the many 
years I have been engaged iu dairying, 
there bas never been any case of the kind 
In my dairy, sud not one of the hundreds cf 
calves I have reared has ever come amiss. 
or has a cow aver gone wrong in any way. 
The previous feeding 
bas always been 
liberal, and my cows have been kept in 
good, lair condition, and some have got fat 
under tbs common method of feeding the 
herd. Bat the month’s preparation 
line 
the training of the athlete, has brought the 
animal into a healthful, cool and robust 
condition, quite devoid of all inflammatory 
tendency. Whenever it has been pneti- 
cable to gTow a crop of mangles or sugar 
beets, a good supply of these has been kept 
for the incoming cows. These have been 
chopped into -liers sprinkled with salt and 
bran 
and one peck per day of 
them 
given to the cows for the month pre­ 
ceding the coming in. Five or six pounds 
of bran and fifteen pounds of good clover 
bay. is a sufficient d rilv ration for any cow. 
The roots sud bran keep the cow in a laxa­ 
tive and cool condition, and when she is 
nuder the stress of maternity, aud her sys­ 
tem disorganized for the time and taxed 
to its utmost tension, there is no provoking 
tendency to inflammatory reactions; every­ 
thing passes od naturally sud safely, and 
the diam and the call are both in the very 
Best condition for their new start in life. 
Under such treatment I have bad young 
cows come in at from sixteen to twenty 
months, and in a week atterwardg go into 
the herd and yield forty pounds of milk a 
day and give e gbt aud a half pounds of 
butter the first week. Fellowing up the 
treatment afterwards, the same exemption 
from the too frequent accidents (?) of calv­ 
ing is secured, ami the business of the dairy 
18 not Interfered with. One more reqnistte 
is necessary to snoress. This is quietness 
an i rest for a week i efore the time comes. 
This I have secured by providing a separate 
and distant apartment adjoining a wagon 
house or under a hay buriack. with a sepa­ 
rate yard, where the cow is kept in seclu­ 
sion. and watched and tended with care. 
The stall is roomy, 0x7 feel, with a feeding 
trough, and a floor well littered with cut 
straw or a deep bed of leaves or dried 
swamp muck. The cow, used to constant 
attendance by her feeder, is in no way 
vexed or annoyed by bls frequent visits, 
aud as she is kept in the stall and watered 
there, and there being no window in it. she 
is kept in a state of quiet and repose—condi­ 
tions essential to her best interests at this 
time. 
When the calf appears it is removed be­ 
fore it bas had time to suck the dam, to a 
distant pen provided for the young crea­ 
tures. Here it remamsin quiet, crying and 
resting, for about six hours. The cow ie 
gtven h mess cf warm bran and linseed 
meal stop and no other food. -She ut milked 
at the end of Bix hours, but is not disturbed 
to any way until then, when she is given a 
drink of warm water, 
with some bran 
stirred in it. aud some dry liar. Tho milk 
is taken at once to the calf. which is taught 
to drink it. and generally coes so with the 
help of two fingers spread a little apart to 
afford a passage for the m ilk between them. 
Thus the cow never worries over the loss of 
the call, and the calf has no trouble over 
the loss of the d rn. never having sucked 
her. 
During the four or five days in w Inch 
the “calf m ilk’' (the colostrum) is given, 
the calf is fed three times a day, the cow 
being milked as often. The cow’s food is 
gradually increased, corn and oatmeal be­ 
ing added to the ration, but never cotton­ 
seed meal. After the fifth day the oow 
goes ba- k to her stall and joins the herd, 
aud there I* no danger then in giving the 
usual ration to which she hasbeen accus­ 
tomed, getting up to it by degree*, through 
six or ten days, as may be thought judici­ 
ous 
The now should be brought to her 
lu ll product in ten days after sin- has been 
restored to the 
herd. 
All this obvi­ 
ously 
refers 
to 
winter 
and 
early 
spring calves. 
When 
on pasture and 
green feeding, there is no necessity for such 
•xtrem e care, excepting to separate the 
calf from the cow as soon as nos l bio, aud 
bring them in lroiu the held to the st ,lls, 
where the cow ls put under a col responding 
precautionary treatment, and fed upon cut 
graes, with some bran only. There is never 
Ut least in 
my herd there never has 
been) any 
trouble with

These

away in two or three hours in a nat­ 
ural manner. 
But as this is a common 
source of trouble. I will give the remedies 
recommended for it in Fleming's veterin­ 
ary O bstetrics-* work, by the way., that 
every dairyman ana stock-breeder t-houid 
have in his library. Zundel’s recipe is 4 
ounces laurel berries, 2 ounces aniseed and 
4 ounoos carbonate of soda infused in tour 
quarts of water, and given in two doses, 
with six hours' intermission.

Where cabree have done well daring the 
winter, they ere expected to be in good con­ 
dition to go on to grass in the spring and 
keep ob thriving, bat to insure this they 
should have special attention when the 
change Is made from winter food. 
As 
warmer weather approaches, there is likely 
to be a relaxation oi care, under the impres­ 
sion that this is not so ne* assary, and th at 
even snoold they lose a little flesh, this will 
soon be made up on grass, but th at ibis is a 
mistake is clearly dem onstrated by the 
tim e it requires for the calf to recover from 
the effects of such treatm ent 
Calves should be separated from the older 
shook. so thry iran be given food th at is 
specially adapted to their need*. aud w here 
there is so much variation in their size th at 
Some are kept away from the feeding trough 
by the stronger ones, they should De put in 
separate lots. 
Bright, well-cured hay. when mixed with 
ollm eel and a little cornmeal, will be eateu 
readily, aod on this satisfactory growth 
may De expected, bheaf oats run through 
a catter also make a good ration. The feed­ 
ing of a little grain should be continued for 
a while after the calves are turned on to 
pasture, as this will prevent the loss of 
strength which 
would oome 
from 
the 
change at once from dry to green food. 
A 
good oom bination is found in equal parts of 
•belied oorn and bran in weight mixed with 
one pound of ollmeal for each calf i er day, 
the amount of the grain to be given depend­ 
ing on the size of the calf. If this corn, 
bran aud mea! are mixed with cat hay, the 
whole will be eateu together and digested 
more perfectly. This may he led at morn­ 
ing and night, and nncut hay given them 
at noon- 
In the case of young calves that it is de­ 
sired to raise by hand, oars must be taken 
to prevent soours, iroui the etie, ta of which 
many are lost each year. One of the best 
a n ticou s to scours is boiled flaxseed. This 
has an em ollient and soothing effect upon 
tno stomach and intestines. When calves 
ara grown upon skim-milk. which is rather 
constipating, a la ti I es so b fu l of boiled flax­ 
seed stirred into the milk will keep the 
bowels in proper condition. 
Bot,od flaxseed is better than raw linseed 
ml, because the oil is liable to be adulter­ 
ated. When calves are to be fed partly 
upon grain to improve their growth, the 
following corotdnatione will be found per­ 
fectly sate. and very profitable: Mix five 
bushels of corn, ten bushels of oats, and one 
bushel of flaxseed, grind these together 
finely- T his may be fed to calves without 
Soy fear of soours. The sm all proportion of 
axseed will keep the t-oweis in a healthy 
pa»ii»ttrMU Mid keep the coat sleek and 


glossy 
(.tats and barley mixed in equal 
proportions, with one bushel of flaxseed to 
fifteen of the m ixture will be better than 
the oorn an't oats. 
Again, lf calves are fed 
upon oats and wheat middlings -one-third 
oats and two-thirds m iddlings—they will 
not have scours, and will usually grow 
finely upon it. 
Another excellent food for 
oaf vee. fed in small quantity, is linseed oil 
meal. To calves under one month old, one 
spoonful is enough; after one month, a 
quarter of a pound may be given to each 
calf per dav. 
When the calf has the scours, the best 
plan is to give half a pint of linseed oi! or 
olive oil. if the calf is three to five months 
old. to cleanse the bowels of the irritating 
cause. 
If the first does not operate, give a 
sec* nd dose. If younger, the dose must be 
smaller. 
After the operation, give a little 
boiled flaxseed with the food, but do not 
feed the food that haa before created the 
difficulty. Give coo lo g food, such us wheat 
middlings, aud continue for a few days the 
boiled flaxseed in small quantity. 
The 
oalves should be kept in a comfortable 
stable or shed.—[Live Stock Journal

The H est O r t iin f»r the Farm er—H en 
M anure for F otatae*—A Cheap H en­ 
coop. 
The fanner does not devote much tim e to 
the development of points in poultry, nor 
does he really give preierence to any par- 
ticnlar breed until he has tested It. This is 
due to the fact that fowls multiply rapidly 
and mature in a few months, which places 
the best breeds always within reach. Know­ 
ing this, tho farmer endeavors lo secure 
good results by cros«iug the breeds in order 
to combine not only egg-prodaction aud 
weight of carcass, but also attractiveness, 
hardiness and quality of flesh. 
As a rule the majority of farmers know 
nothing about the breeding of their poultry, 
and it is a tact b o apparent that many 
tai mere cannot point out the difference be­ 
tween a cochin and Brahma, ora Domi­ 
nique and Plymouth Rock. a state of affairs 
that is only equalled by a carpenter who 
does not know pine from oak. Until farm­ 
ers make thernial'es more familiar with 
the bleeds and their characteristics, they 
cannot engagu in poultry-raising intelli­ 
gently. ana they will make many mistakes, 
to be ascribed to the 
fowls when the 
poultrvman himself alone is at fault. 
In crossing breeds, the first point to be 
sought is early maturity, so as to he able to 
hatch pullets in April and have them lay in 
the Jail, or on the approach of winter. The 
next is to breed them so as to secure hardi­ 
ness. size and small combs. The size of the 
ut mb has more to do with winter laying 
than may i*e supposed, for the larger the 
comb the greater the surface exposure, and 
as hens with frosted combs will not lay 
until the combs heal. the liability should 
be avoided. Size and quality of the carcass 
are other important rn attars, as a pound or 
two more weight sometimes makes a differ­ 
ence of 25 per oeut. lu the sales. If the 
tio k is composed of common hens, it may 
be improved in two or three seasons by the 
use of males only; but it is bettor to use 
pure breeds, as then the characteristics of 
the foundation stock will be better under­ 
stood. 
An excellent cross is that of the light 
Brahma cock with white Leghorn hens. 
Some advise crossing the other wav, using 
a Leghorn cock, but there is quite a dlffer- 
eu e. the offspring of the Brahma cock 
having smaller combs and larger bodies, 
and proving quite as early and prolific as 
the other croBs. 
lf kent warm and com­ 
fortable. the pulietsof the cross named will 
lay well during the winier, and if not made 
too fat will not be persistent sitters. Any 
breed of fowls will make sitters if they be­ 
come very iat. not excepting even the non- 
sitters. lf the pullets of this cross be kept 
and mated with a Plymouth Rock oz Dork­ 
ing cock the produce will be equal to any 
other lor market; aud it is here suggested 
that the Dorking is not given that consider­ 
ation aa a market fowl it justly deserves 
The Dorking here is only a moderate layer, 
but the cocks, as sire* of market poultry, 
h ive no superior, especially if used for 
crossing. 
The Minorca cock mated with Langston 
hens makes an excellent cross, the pullets 
from such laving 
unusually large-sized 
eggs; but the black color oi the plumage 
does not commend it for maket, yet in qual­ 
ity of flesh it is superior to many breeds 
with yellow skin and legs. If such pullets 
be crossed with a white gamecock, how- 
ever, the white color will predominate, and 
a fowl will be produced tieing one-half 
game, one-fourth Langsban and one-fourth 
Miuoroa. tnat cannot ne ext olled for Hie 
table, as it is acknowledged that the game 
leads all other breed* for th <t purpose. 
For hardiness, the Asiatics have the lead, 
and for that reason should always be used 
in crosses, 
J heir large si e serves to in­ 
crease the weight when the iion-eittlaif 
breeus are used with them iii order to pro­ 
mote egg production, but whenever crosses 
are made tor market, not only must com­ 
pactness of body be obtained, bul yellow 
legs and skin also. 
For capon* a cross oi 
tho Dorking cock on the Brahma hen is 
best. aud for a general pnrpo-e cross that 
of the Plymouth Rock cock on Wyandotte 
hens is excellent, as ti e cross makes not 
only good layers but fine broilers aud mar­ 
ket fowls.—[Rural New Vomer. 


Hen M an u re for P o ta to e s. 
It is not easy to cive advice in regard to 
the use of ben manure that shall be .satis­ 
factory, economically speaking, in allcases. 
A good deal depends upon the condition of 
the laud In deciding how much potash is 
required. Many soils in New Hampshire, 
resting upon granite rock abounding in 
feldspar, are so rich in pol ish Hi at no appl i­ 
cation whatever is needed, while others, 
especially the sandy pine lands, are likely 
to be deficient in this important elem ent of 
plant food. Again, a good deal depen s 
upon bow the land in question lins beau 
cropped previously, lf it bas been in grass, 
anti the nay removed without any manur­ 
ing, the laud will probably be poor in 
both potash 
and 
phosphoric 
acid un* 
lees naturally 
unusually rich. 
It 
is 
not 
so 
hard 
to 
estimate 
the 
needs 
of a potato crop. Chemists bate analyzed 
ti<e tubers and the vines, aud tell quite 
nearly bow much plant food the crop re- 
mot es 
from 
the 
laud, 
but 
this 
is 
not 
answering 
the 
practical 
question 
how much must he applied to a given 
pu.ee of land in order to insure a good crop. 
The latter uuestnn involves a knowledge 
of the condition of the soil, and also of how 
much risk we wish to run in putting on 
more food 
than 
tho crop will absorb. 
Borne more, no doubt, would be profitably 
applied; in some cases pe haps double the 
amount conia nod in the average good crop. 
We should rather apply too much than too 
little rnauure. especially to the potato crop. 
I he surplus will not be lost, but will 
largely help the crop th; t is to follow the 
potatoes. 
Without 
knowing 
anything 
about the condition of our correspondent's 
land beyono what he states, we would ven­ 
ture to suggest that the accumulation of 
hen manure from 250 hens for a year be 
composted with weathered peat, if it can 
be easily obtained, using two or three times 
the bulk of peat, pillugln layers six inches 
thick and turning to break lumps two or 
three limes before application to the laud. 
An addition of 260 pounds sulphate of pot­ 
ash aud 200 pounds fine ground bone or of 
boneblack or Carolina phosphate that bas 
t een treated with sulphur^ acid,all of which 
can i<e bought of the dealers in fertilizers. 
to every loot) pounds of hen manure, will 
make a good mixture, resent b in g the com­ 
position of the potato; and 200 bushels of 
potatoes per acre, a lair crop, would remove 
the plant food contained in 400 or 500 
pounds of this mixture. One could prob­ 
ably afford to apply twice this amount if 
his land needs it, or which, in this case, our 
correspondent ought to be able to judge 
himself better than any chemist or news­ 
paper writer, if he knows the wants of bls 
farm by observation. 
If he applies strong 
manure, like hens’ droppings and chem i­ 
cals, he must not omit to break them up 
finely and spread broadcast and harrow in. 
Concentrated manures,or in lumpt.or in ex­ 
cess near the plant often act as poisons, 
while if diluted by spreading they act as 
nseful food, lf one feels tike applying a 
heavy dressing he need not fear much waste 
by leaching or evaporation upon a strong 
?Iay loam. If the season should prove un- 
avorable and the pots to crop disappointing, 
the fertilizer will be there for the next crop 
with slight loss. 


hut slant the* corner posts the same as the 
boards, which we w ill describe by stating 
that the bottoms of the boards should be 
nailed to the front and rear strips, bringing 
the tops together in tho shape of an invert­ 
ed V a . By so doing you will need no 
shingling, as tho hoards will furnish both 
the sides and roof in one. All von will re­ 
quire will be ninety feet of boards for the 
roar, ninety feet for front, IOO for the two 
ends. and twenty for tho board which Is 
usually placed under the roosts, or 210 feet 
of boards. The scantling will be thirty-six 
feet for the posts, thirty-six feet for the 
bottom rails, ten feet for a top rail (to bind 
the boards together at the top) and thirty. 
six feet for the middle strip*, making 118 
feet of 3x4 scantling, or 828 feet of lumber, 
which at #20 per 1000 will enable one to 
secure a house 8x10 for the sum of 66 66, 
not including nails or labor. 
The top 
boards may be capped, a door may be put, 
in at one end, and a window made by using 
ordinary sash, with 8 x 10-inoh lights used. 
We do not claim this house to be the best, 
but for the cost required, considering space 
on the ground, it is the cheapest that can 
be built,

Pears refuse to grow properly or prodnce 
fine fruit unless the soil be just suited to 
their requirements, and no manuring will 
oompel them to change. A rather compact 
subsoil, clay mixed with coarse gravel, is 
the most suitable, and a light sand least so. 
Stiff clay. lf thoroughly underdrained, will 
often produce good results. Put one rarely 
tees healthy pear trees in sand or gravel. 
No kind of fruit appears to enjoy a deep, 
rich bottom more than the pear; its long 
tap roots run down and fairly luxuriate in 
the cool moisture that would be death to 
peaches or quinces. And no other fruit is 
more fond, apparently, of an annual dress 
ing of rich food. One may overdo at this 
point and produce a plethoric growth, caus­ 
ing disease; the judgment must decide as 
to kind and quantity of food, also the proper 
system and amount of pruning, and, more 
than all, the varieties best suited to his 
locality and soil, bearing in mind that the 
most profitable for market are not always 
those one would prefer for his own table. 
Plant standards in preference to dwarfs by 
all means. The latter are at best nothing 
more than pets suited to the garden, and in 
many Instances turn out very expensive 
fondlings. 
, , 
A variety that will not succeed sat’sfac- 
torily on the pear root, in the eastern por­ 
tion of Pennsylvania at least, would better 
be omitted from the list. True, an occa­ 
sional fruit-grower will place upon the mar­ 
ket a tine crop of Duchesne or Louise Bonne 
taken from dwarf trees in their earlier 
years, but this is exceptional, and oaunot 
be depended upon annually, 
very little is 
to be gained after all by working pears on 
the quince root, as many kinds really come 
into profit quite as soon on the free stocks 
and near as abundantly. 
We occasionally 
hear ot a very careful cultivator whose 
dwarf trees grown on a heavy soil pro inoe 
well for a series of years, nut this must not 
mislead the many who either cannot or will 
not devote the necessary time to their trees. 
As stated before, the pear is fond of a deep 
■oil; therefore, previous to planting it Is 
advisable to plough and subsoil the land 
for an orchard. 
If liberally manured and 
cropped with potatoes, etc., for one or two 
seasons be;ore setting the trees, all the bet- 
ter.There are a few varieties that appear to 
he generally successful 
everywhere, al­ 
though the pear is tickle in this respect. 
The well-known and valued Bartlett will 
perhaps succeed uuder a greater range of 
circumstances than any other, hence its de­ 
served popularity! indeed, its freedom of 
growth and regular crops tend to reduce 
the price, but extra selected coecimens 
(Aways command a good figure, even when 
the market is, glutted with inferior fruit 
The Beckol in autumn and Lawrence in 
early winter are also among tho most reli­ 
able varieties, although the former impera­ 
tively demands high culture. A local rear. 
under the name of Rutter has gra ualiy 
increased in favor for market purposes 
where most others have failed, on account 
of its reliability, size. showy skin and good 
quality. 
Early varieties, as a rule, do not 
m eet with so much favor among orchard­ 
ists as those ripening during autumn. 
Early pears speedily decay, especially at 
the core, and rarely over command a high 
price in market, us the small fruit seem to 
be preferred. The most popular of these, 
however, are Doyenne d’Ete, Manning’s 
Elizabeth, and Osband’s Sum m er-all small 
pears bu: of first quality. Clapp’s Favorite 
is of good size handsome and a profuse 
bearer, but in some sections it is deficient 
iii flavor. Among autumn pears Benne 
d’Anjou, Howell and Sheldon nave numer­ 
ous advocates and do well in most sections. 
At present very little can be said in praise 
of winter pears for profit. Outside of the 
Lawrence it is doubtful if we have a sin rIe 
vaiiety that can be grown everywhere. 
Dana’s Hovey when well grown is a delici­ 
ous little irult. bul it is too small. Vicar of 
Winkrieid blights badly and at best is poor 
in quality. How Mount \ern on arid Du- 
chessH de Bordeaux w ill pay in orchard 
culture remains to be tested. 
Winter Nelis 
is an old iruit of arknowl< aged excellence, 
but it is too small and homely, and the tree 
is a 
weak, straggling grower.— [Josiab

PrtinmE the Crane. 
Where the best results are desired in 
grape culture, close pruning must be prac­ 
ticed. It is undeniable that grapevines left 
to the course of nature will iii m any in­ 
stances produce very satisfactory crops and 
of equally satisfactory quality; but where 
the perfection of fruit is desired, iu the size 
and completeness 
of bunchcss, pruning 
must be practiced. 
We should not Uke to 
say that a grapevine iii its most natural 
habitat, and under the most favorable con­ 
ditions of a natural state, would not pro­ 
duce as great weight of fruit, or evert grea'- 
er. than if suojected to the severe pruning 
that ordinary practice would sue cot it to. 
but it Is always desirable to sectile the near­ 
est approximation to perfection In the pro- 
du< Hon of any fruit. As a ru e the pruning 
oi the grape should be very largely done in 
the tall. soon after the foliage has i cen 
dropped, 
but 
not 
to 
its lull extent. 
There are 
different 
systems of prun- 
ning and each has its advocate, On some 
accounts that system which coniines the 
vine most nearly to tho ground is very rom ii 
to be preferred. For this reason tho hori­ 
zontal arm 
nystem. w'hich confines the 
shoots to with n a lew feet of the ground, 
seems to possess decided advantages, first 
because it requires less vines per acre; it 
saves time in lying; it prevents anything 
from growing underneath the \ iues. admits 
el a free circulation of air. a sure prevent­ 
ive of disease; the fruit noons m ole uni­ 
formly; it is more conveniently ha vested; 
it makes a symmetrical aim properly pro­ 
portioned vine. In this s> stein Hie pruning 
is severe, and if it is done in tho fail should 
not be complete, by two or three buds; that 
is, cut off at a point within two or three 
buds of Hie desired point and then leave 
the end un ii early spring when the process 
should be completed by clipping off the re­ 
maining buds. ll properly done w ith care 
the grape will bear what appears to be 
severe treatment, giving in return bunches 
of large well developed fruit, delightiul to 
the eye as well as to the taste.—[German- 
town Telegraph. 


A Chean Hen Coop. 
Take boards one inoh thick and eighteen 
feet long. Baw them in two pieces each, so 
as to have boards nine feet long. Use 3x4 
scantling, and, if your bouse is to be ten 
feet long and eight feet deep, place four 
•trips ob the ground and lour for camara. 


Pruning and Pinching. 
Most of the orchard pruning of large trees 
is done in February or March on mild days 
so as to have it out of the w ay before the 
ground becomes lit to work. Skilful aud 
attentive fruit-growers, however, do most 
of the pruning during the previous grow­ 
ing season. They pinch or rub off shoots 
that are ill-placed before they make any 
growth, thus gaining two great advan­ 
tages. The first is that all the supplies go 
continually to profitable use; and the sec- 
onu is that the tree is not checked in its 
growth; there is no congestion anywhere; 
every part is equally and evenly supplied, 
and every iota of wood is defended by an 
unbroken coat of bark. without which any 
exposed part immediately begins measures 
of decay. On neglected trees the saw must 
be used more or less. Three rules include 
the main requirements; I. Cut no sound 
branch away unless its bearing buds and 
leaves are shaded by a better one. a Don’t 
cut it, even in that case, if it can be turned 
and fastened into any open space where it 
w IU have loll light without depriving bet­ 
ter shoots of it 
3. Leave no projecting 
stump or snag, make wounds as small as 
possible, and as seen as they are surface 
dry oover them with paint or tar or other 
wwaterproof coating to serve in lieu of the 
natural defence of bark.

Perhaps no part of agricultural industry 
yields so large a return for the investment, 
when w ell managed, as swine raising. Pigs 
are rapid, gross feeders, and consumo much 
that costs but little. They are, also, very 
prolific animals 
A sow of most breeds will 
breed when one year old, and, when ma­ 
tured, often produce ten voting at a litter. 
This increase is greater than that of any 
other domestic animal. Au animal, then, 
of such worth and increase, is wail worthy 
of attention; and, by proper management, 
can be made to yield very great profits. 
Although this is the case, no production of 
the farm is oared for more recklessly than 
swine. They are brea, in most cases, with* 
oat any regard to their future value: fed 
with as little care as to their health or 
thrifty growth; are lodged iu quarters in 


defiance of all laws of h ealth ; indeed, ill- 
m anaged every way. 
This state of things can be rem edied and 
properly m anaged very easily. 
A pair of 
choice breeding swine can be procured a t a 
m oderate price, usually at about SIO; food 
can be prepared with only ordinary care, 
and little increase of labor, so that, the pig 
can derive the greatest' benefit from it; and 
a little foresight and preparation to provide 
st w ith healthful shelter.w ill serve to avoid 
th e dangers which threaten it with disease. 
It is found th at any one of the pure breeds 
crossed on common stock will 
produce 
grade anim als of 
the m ost 
precocious 
growth. These anim als, properly pushed, 
will reach the w eight of 200 or 300 pounds 
at the ago of nine or ten m onths; and of 
such it is seldom necessary to keep the 
m ain gtock oyer winter. The Berkshire 
aud Poland China breeds are capable cf this 
or even m ore; and It is claim ed th a t other 
breeds, as 
the Y orksh’re, Suffolk 
and 
Essex, will do all but reach the extrem e 
w eight here m entioned. This g reat and 
rapid increase of flesh, however, cannot be 
freduced on common or native breeds, 
t is then, to be 
Inferred th a t pure­ 
bred 
m ale 
anim als, 
only, 
should be 
kept 
for reproduction, 
and, in truth, 
this 
has 
been 
so 
often 
tested 
and 
proven true, th at it has become one of the 
well settled axiom s of agricultural science. 
Feeding sw ine should be m anaged in 
such a way as to secure rapid and continu­ 
ous growth. For healthy pigs, grass and 
clover in sum m er, is best, w ith m ilk, as 
m uch as can be procured for th em ; and 
plenty of pure w ater; let the last, indeed, 
be pure, if healthy and thrifty pigs are de­ 
sired. Also along with these feed a little 
corn meal w ith three tim es its quantity of 
w heat or rye bran. A very good plan is to 
m ake a slop or m ush of ti ese, say a bushel 
of bran and one-fourth as m uch meal, m ak­ 
ing ap no m ore at a tim e than will keep 
well till fed out. It will be found profitable 
to change the food occasionally; giving 
rtxch foods as servo to stim ulate an appetite, 
and entice the anim al to eat more of such 
food as Is digestible and nutritious. Roots 
of various kinds, such as sugar beets, 
m angels, rutabagas, potatoes, e ta , are good 
in this way, and especially after pasturing 
season is over. 
When 
pigs cannot be 
pastured, out sweet corn, green oats, green 
§ease, etc., fed to them w ould be profitable, 
uch foods help greatly to keep them , 
when In close confinem ent, in hearty con­ 
dition. 
Toe pens in which pigs are confined 
should be kept dry and well ventilated, 
with pure water, not only for drink, but 
also to bathe in, for which a w ide, shallow 
b sin of boards should be construct© I. Such 
care not only serve* to Increase the value of 
the pigs, but wards off disease, and often 
death Itself. Tigs th at h^ve been so kept 
are in excellent condition 
for 
forcing, 
^'beir fram es are well built up; their health 
is vigorous: their appetites are strong and 
e a g -r: their digestion active, and their 
ability to assim ilate all they c m digest is at 
its best. Bo their growth will be rem arka­ 
bly rapid, often verritying Hie w onderful 
accounts of enorm ous growth and weights 
th at are som etim es narrated. It is claim ed 
in such cases that four pounds of corn may 
be depended upon for one pound live weight 
on the pig. 
The fattening process should begin early 
in the fall, especially if the pigs are young, 
th a t they may get a fair start before B e v e to 
w eather sets in; else m uch food will be 
consumed in m aintaining w arm th; even 
half the food given may be expended in 
this wav. 
It Is 
questionable with 
us 
w hether it pays to grind corn at a cost of IO 
per e eu t. or to c>>ok it at a cost of as muoh 
more. A very good plan, and it m easurably 
answers for both grinding and c o o k lug, is 
to soak the corn in hot w ater till swollen 
and st ft. In this condition it is excellent 
food, aud pigs thrive very fast noon it. New 
corn is sw eet and tender, and Pigs devour 
It eagerly, yet old. dry corn is m ore easily 
digestible than new corn, and will produce 
more pork to the i-usbel. Pigs, after eating 
th eir fill of soaked oorn, will tu rn and eat 
heartily of dry corn, and drink th in m eal or 
bran slop, if given them.

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Italian* ar B lack B e fit by ©. M. D oo­ 
little, In the Am erican R ural H om e. 
A subscriber to the American R ural Home 
wishes to know which are the m ost profit­ 
able bees to keep, the Italians or Germ ans. 
tile last of which are term ed black bees in 
this country. W hile each race of bees has 
some points of excellence not possessed by 
the other, yet when we come to sum up the 
whole of the good qualities of each, as well 
as the bad, we find the good points two to 
one in favor of the Italians, and the bad 
points in the sam e ratio stand against the 
Germans. The only two good qualities pos­ 
sessed by the blacks are readiness to enter 
the surplus departm ent, or store honey 
some distance away from the brood, and the 
nice appearance of their comb after the 
work is com pleted. This last m akes their 
honey sell at a little better price on account 
of its snow y w hiteness; hut .as m uch more 
w ax is rosed to m ake this white * sprung to 
the cells, it is quite 
uoubtful w hether 
tho extra 
prioe 
will 
any more than 
com pensate for 
the larger am ount vt 
honey consum ed by these bees in produc­ 
ing said wax. over w hat is used by the 
Italians. 
Then of late years nearly all 
apiarists 
recom m end a 
sm aller brood 
cham ber than formerly, so that where such 
is used the brood is forced close to the sur- 
plu* arrangem ent, so th a t no trouble is now 
experienced in getting the Italians into the 
sections early, 
w hile the propensity to 
store honey in the brood cham ber later in 
the season is considered by the w riter to be 
of great value, as the le*s salable honey is 
used by tho bees for a w inter supply, there­ 
by saving expens ve feeding, yet giving 
the ow ner a fancy article for sale. with the 
darker left in the hive, will h is just a* val­ 
uable as the w hite for nee leed. Titus it will 
be seen th at even the two good qualities of 
the 
blacks can be nearly if not quito 
equalled y the Italians under our present 
m anagem ent. 
But as conn ared with all 
other qualities w hi Ti go to make the boney 
bee profitable, lionev gathering stands pre­ 
em inently at the head, aud for this quality 
the 
Italian 
’bee 
is 
noted 
to 
a 
greater degree than any other bee in exist­ 
ence, 
and 
especially 
is 
this true as 
compared with the blacks. W hen honey is 
abundant everyw here the difference i* not 
so m arked as in a period of scarcity, at 
whit Ii tune the italians will be m aking a 
gain while tho other* are idle. To illus­ 
trate: 
A few years ago there was little 
honey to be bad up to the opening of ba.-s- 
wood, so th at the blacks had to be fed to 
keep them alive, while during the same 
tune tim Isabans were getting a living, and 
gave nearly as many swarm s a* usual, the 
blacks git ing none. I asswooa now opened, 
and yielded a bountiful supply of honey 
(or about a week, during which lim e nearly 
a like am ount of honev was stored i y both 
riv es, both m aking a good start in the ser- 
tii ns. altnough none was completed. Fol­ 
lowing basswood th ,e was nothing to yield 
honey I ut red clover ai d a few thistles and 
weed*, yet tho Italians kent at work as 
eagerly as ever, m aking a slow, steady 
gain 
for a m onth, 
during 
which tho 
blacks 
did 
little 
or 
nothing, 
save 
consum e w hat they had gotten during the 
short yield from basswood, 'i be re ult was 
some of th* Italians gave as high as sixty 
pounds of surplus with plenty of stores lor 
winter, while the blacks baff to bo fed 
nearly n)l their w inter's supply. I m ight 
go on aud extol the good qualities of tho 
Ital ans in protecting their homes from 
robber bees, a m ere handful successfully 
defending their stores 
against a crazy 
throng w ithout; in being quiet on their 
combs during the m anipulation of Hie hive, 
being far less inclined to sting, etc., but 
think the above should be sufficient to 
satisfy the subscriber of the relative value 
of the two races of I e^s. But by far the 
better way for those who care to investi­ 
gate is to purchase two or three (d o m es 
of each and test them side by side m which 
case they uiav know Hie tru th w ithout tak­ 
ing the ‘ say so” of any one.

P o t nab F ertilizer*—R o ta * fo r rn S m all 
u a r d r a — W taut 
Farm er* 
Should 
K n o w . 
Of late years potash fertilizers for fruit, 
and especially for poach trees, have attrac­ 
ted the attention of prom inent frult-grow- 
ers in various sections of the country. Dr. 
Goessmann of th e M assachusetts E xperi­ 
m ental Btation 
has experim ented w ith 
potash as a preventative to yellows in tho 
peach tor a num ber of years, and the re­ 
sults of his experim ents are worthy of the 
consideration they are everywhere receiv- 
ing. 
In his late report. Professor Goess- 
manii states th a t a chem ical exam ination 
ct the fruit and the young branches of tho 
peach affected by the yellows disclosed tho 
fact th at they contained a large am ount 
of lime aud more phosphoric acid than 
fruits and young branches from healthy 
trees—a condition recognized by Dr. R. C. 
Ke izie of Michigan. Dr. Goessman also 
states th at 
a 
repeated 
application of 
m uriate of potash, in connection with judi - 
< iou* pruning, restored the affected trees 
to vigorous growth, aud the new branches 
and lru it to a norm al am ount of potash, 
lim e and phosphoric acid. ana the excels of 
lim e disappeared. He also stales th at the 
treatm ent of peach trees w ith m uriate of 
fiotash bas been carried out in various loyal­ 
ties w ith enco uraging results, aud he rec­ 
om m ends m o:e extended trials. 
E xperi­ 
m ents have also dem onstrated that potash 
fertilizers have 
decidedly improved the 
quality of fruits by increasin-r the saccha­ 
rine and decreasing the aciff. 
The faot 
th a t the quality aud character of orchard 
products can be modified by special fertil­ 
izers is of im m ense practical im portance to 
farm ers and add* another to ih<-long list 
of benefits derived from the study and re­ 
search of our scientific workers in agricul­ 
ture.

R oses for a Sm all Cardon. 
Twelve dw arf plants may consist of three 
Glorie de Dijon, and one each of C hestnut 
Hybrid, Abel Carrie re, A. IL W illiams, 


Baroness Rothschild, 
Captain 
Christy, 
Charles Lefebvre, Duke of Edinburg, Vic­ 
tor Yerdier and Prince Camille de Kohan 
For walls I should recommend Gloire de 
Dijon, 
Aimee Vibert. Belle Lyonnaise, 
Bouquet d’Or, Devonlensis and Jules Mar- 
f otin. 
In this selection of eighteen plants, 
have suggested planting four Glorie de 
Dijon, for the reason that it is, without 
doubt, by far the best outdoor rose grown. 
ant! will produce during the season more 
satisfactory blooms for cutting than any 
other rose -which, to my mind, is the ohief 
obje t. 
Devoniensis is a more beautiful 
flower, especially in the bud state, but then 
the proportion of bloom is about one to six. 
Aimee Vibert, with its vigorous growth 
and beautiful foliage, clad in summer with 
a canopy of snow white blossoms, is very 
beautiful, but still not to be compared in 
usefulness to Glorie de Dijon, which from 
May nntll November yields blooms of ex­ 
cellent quality, shape and perfume. 
As re­ 
gards stocks, have them on the common 
Drier, and plant low, so that they may form 
“own roots.**—(J. K., in The Garden. 


W h at F arm ers S hould Know. 
Experiments made at the suggestion of 
Professor Sargent by the Boston Sc Provi­ 
dence Railroad on the enduring qualities 
of various woods for railroad ties have 
given results ot importance to farmers. In 
these experiments fifty-two ties were laid 
in December. 1878, on a track in Boston, 
where the traffic is very heavy, having an 
average of sixty-tive trains daily. 
Ten 
1 kinds of wood were tried, five in the nat­ 
ural state and five creosoted. None of the 
tie* rotted except one of the ailantus; the 
others that had to he removed bad been in­ 
jured by the hammering of the trains. 
Burin e. hemlock, larch and Southern pine 
have all suffered nadly in this way, 
White 
oak lasted well, but it, holds the spikes so 
firmiv that they cannot be drawn when the 
rails have to be shifted, Creosoted elm and 
birch did well, and are to he recommended. 
Chestnut was not 
experimented 
upon, 
although it is considered one of the best 
woods Tor ties. The behavior of the catalpa 
was one of the most interesting features of 
the case, all the ties of this wood being 
soun . except just under the rails, where 
they are crushed nearly to a pulp. 
Meny persons, on seeing the acres of 
brilliant pink blossoms of the Kalmla lati- 
folia. in tho barren rocky woods and on 
mountain sides in this country, nave at­ 
tempted to transplant specimens to their 
gar ens ut home. The soil being often un­ 
suitable for their successful growth, all at­ 
tempts oi the kind have generally proved 
failures, In "limestone soils” they have 
never succeeded; but by securing a quan­ 
tity of earth in which to grow them from 
the margins of steep ravines where during 
the lapse of ages the lime has been gradu­ 
ally washed out, we have never bad any 
difficulty. Soil from regions where pitch 
pines grow answers a similar purpose. The 
London Garden says that it is not necessary 
that the soil should be peat, although this 
s . est, but where this cannot be had, the 
parings from the rides of roads, having 
plenty of grit in them, area substitute. Mix 
a third of thoroughly rotted leaves, and 
tread the soil firmly about the roots, but 
avoid any soil containing lime or chalk. A 
shaded position is best, in accordance with 
their native localities. 
They must not 
suff er for want of water.

D uring the retreat of Lee’s arm y from the 
field of G ettysburg to the Potom ac, a great 
effort was m ade by the officers to prevent 
straggling, but it would have required an 
officer to a m an to have carried out the pro­ 
gram m e successfully. We bad been beaten 
and felt discouraged and reckless. 
We 
were on short rations, the w eather was dis­ 
mal. and the rank and tile were in no mood 
to be nagged by strict discipline. 
The com m and to which I belonged left 
Gettysburg about IO o’clock a t night and 
for the first three or four hours the men 
were kept well in hand under th# impression 
th a t we were only changing positions to se­ 
cure an advantage over the Federals. As 
daylight broke and we realized that we were 
on the way home, squads and individuals 
broke 
away 
at 
every 
opportunity to 
forage for a b reakfast In com pany with 
two private soldiers belonging in my com­ 
pany I slipped awav from the colum n about 
sunrise, and, while a black looking thunder 
storm seemed close at hand, we bolted into 
a piece 
of woods by the roadside and 
then struok 
for 
a 
highw ay 
running* 
a t right-auglea, and on which we could 
m ake out three 
or 
four 
farm houses. 
We selected the first or nearest, mid as we 
entered the gate a wom an opened th6 
door and stood w aiting for us to approach. 
She knew we were Confederates and asked 
m any questions concerning the battle and 
did not attem pt to conceal the fact th a t she 
was a thorough U nionist and an ardent 
hater of Jeff, bavis. 
"N evertheless,” she added as she turned 
to go in, "you m en are not altogether to 
blame, and you shall have a bite to eat as 
soon as I can get it.” 
We w ent around to the back door, laid 
aride oui guns and accoutrem ents, and Had 
a goon wash up in the ra n barrel. Then we 
sat down ou the grass to w ait for breakfast, 
the odor of which cam e out to us. 
But for 
the suggestion of one of my com rades every­ 
thing would have gone well.

I rom us 
was a stone 
sm oke 
house. 
ana 
through 
the 
partly 
open 
door 
we could 
see pieces 
of m eat hanging 
from the rafters. He suggested th a t we

entered it. 
T here wore two ham s and two 
side pieces hanging up, and at the back end 
of the building, which was about 12x12, 
was a barrel 
filled w ith cid rag car­ 
pet, 
on 
top 
of 
which 
was 
a 
set- 
ti g hon. As we came near she began to 
extent the usual characteristics, and we 
were Paying considerable fun at her ex­ 
pense, when tho door was shut with a bang 
and we beard the rattle of a chain and pad­ 
lock. It was a close, dark Dla< e, and It was 
a uiinute or tw o before we reached the door 
and understood the situation. Wo began 
to kick and 
shout, 
and 
presently the 
w om an’s voice replied: 
" It’s no usa trying to get out! Yon are 
rnv prisoaers, and kicking w on't do any 
good!” 
How nice and soft we tail ed to her, but it 
was no go, T han we swore and blustered, 
but she only laughed at its. After aw hile 
she passed lissom e bread and butter through 
one of the ventilators, followed by a cupful 
oi water, and t here we rem ained all day, all 
night aud up to 8 o’clock next morning, 
when we were turned over to the Union 
cavalry.

“Boys it’s a quarter past four!*' I called 
out, as the light of a blazing m atch fell on 
the dial of m y watch. Up sprang every­ 
body, and w hile Mack cooked breakfast we 
who were to go hastened to feed and saddle 
our horses. 
W ith more haste than cere­ 
mony we disposed of a hearty breakfast of 
juicy antelope steaks and brown gravy, 
pocketed half a dozen hard-tack to lunch 
upon, m ounted our horses and trotted off 
just as the first faint glow of m orning light 
was distinguishable above the tops of the 
high ridges east of us. 
And now let me 
introduce my cowboys. 
This is Mr. Irvin Boyd, the forem an of 
my "outfit.” or in other word*, my lieuten­ 
ant, who takes the m ost responsibility in 
carrying out the details of our work and 
the care of my stock. 
He is 24 years obi, 
from Nebraska, Intelligent, active, a hard 
worker, ca nest and honest, always good na­ 
tured and jolly, but a hard rider. 
He hss 
the keeuest eyes for sighting objects afield, 
especially game, th at I ever saw in a white 
m an. All thing* considered. I shall always 
regard my selection of a forem an was a 
m ost happy one. 
Mr. Jim MoNaney here is the old buffalo 
hunter of the party. Although only 26 he 
hflpt spent four w inters on the buffalo range 
and killed shout 3200 head. 
A buffalo 
would need wings to ever get away from 
Jim after he had once spotted It. He is not 
only the best shot of the party, but he un­ 
derstands the habits of the anim al most 
thoroughly. From first to last on our whole 
trip Jim never let a buffalo get away after 
once starting for it. I believe be would 
chase one to Hudson’s bav before he woald 
give un and let it escape him . And w hat is 
more, he would 
R id e H I* F a v o rite H o rd e to R e n th 
after a buffalo if the occasion seemed to re­ 
quire it. 
It was a lueky thing for me when 
Boyd hunted Jim up at Miles City sud en­ 
gaged nim to go w ith us, for w ithout bim 
w e would have only half as m any as we 
finally got, 
Ana this m an w ith the handsom e black 
m ustache is Mr. L S. Russell, a Texas cow­ 
boy, who halls from Michigan. De is one of 
the jolliest fellows im aginable, more lively 
than a negro m instrel aud a great joker. 
Like Boyd and me he had his record aa a 
buffalo hunter yet to m ake, and he was 
very am bitious th a t his "end should be 
kept up.” 
It was a raw, cold m orning, and the clouds 
looked like SDOW. Shortly after sunrise we 
found tho trail of our seven buffalo at the 
bead of Calf ( reek. an I began to follow it 
due so th. We left the rugged butte coun­ 
try behind us. and entered a tract of coun­ 
try the like of which I never saw before and 
hope never to see again. It was composed 
of a succession of rolling bills and deep hol­ 
lows smooth enough o d the surface to look 
at. but like a desert of sand hills to get over. 
The soil was loose and crum bly, like so 
m uch ashes, and the horses* hoofs sank in it 
half way to the fetlocks a t every step. 
But there was som ething worse. 
The 
whole sui face was cracked and seam ed 
w ith a perfect netw ork of great cracks, 
from two to four inches wide, into which 
the horses stepped every yard or two, and 
sank down still farther, with m any a tire­ 
some w rench to the joints. It was terrible 
ground. To m ake m atters as bad asposslbia

Hie last coulie, the one next to where the 
buffalo were lying, we left our horses, 
stalked carefully up to the top of tho next 
ridge, and lookea over, all leady to fire. 
No buffalo! Then we cautiously climbed 
un to a high 
point 
ou 
tho 
side of 
the tail butte, and again looked over. 
I 
looked across a deep basin to the top of a 
lath er low. fiat-topped butte, 250 yards 
away, and caught a glim pse of some dark 
objects lying on its top. "Those m ust be 
rocks.” I thought. 
"Down. fellers! G it down! Git down, 
quick! There they are!” said Jim , in a 
thnU ing stage whisper. 
B u f f a lo At I.a*t, by Jo v e ! 
We crouched down and sneaked back. 
Back we ran to our horses, sprang into our 
saddles, and rode through more coulies, 
and up to the very loot of tho butte on 
which the little herd was lying. Once more 
we dism ounted, threw’ our reins over our 
horses’ heads.ami tho faithful brutes began 
to nibble ut the short grass,while we stalked 
quicKly up tbe steep and rocKy hillside. 
Lbe first point we made was too far aw ay; 
so we backed oow’u and m ade for an­ 
other nearer to our game, but still 200 
yards away. W e reached the breastw ork 
of rugged rocks a t tbe edge of the bill and 
cautiously looked over It. 
Of course, the 
wind was blowing toward ha On the bare, 
flat ton of the m iniature table-land lay 
fourteen buffalo, basking in tbe wrarm sun­ 
shine, noses pointing up the wind. 
The needs of the hour and the length of 
the chase up to that point m ade it an ex­ 
citing moment. I tolu the boys w hen we 
took the trail th a t if we found those sevon 
buffalo I would not be satisfied unless we 
got them all. 
Well, they ha I been joined 
by sevon more. Somehow I felt in stin c t 
lvly th at it would take a better m arksm an 
than I to k ill a buffalo at 200 yards when 
he is lying down. If you miss the vertebral 
column, eveu by two inches good evening I 
Im pressed bv this I whispered in Jim ’s ear: 
"H adn’t we better w ait until they stand 
up, so as to get at their lungs?” 
"No.” said Jim , "we m ust take ’em as 
they arc, or they’ll bo off. 
Aim pretty low, 
and now, fellers, don’t get excited, aud 
don’t lire too quick!” 
E very one was excited all th e came, but 
every one firmly resolved th at he w ouldn't 
be the one "to m ake a mess of i t ” 
"P ut up yer sights for *200 yards,” said 
Jim as we gently slid our rifle barrels over 
tile rocks. We get our guns Into position,

D ra w » B e a d on rn C ow H a l f a l* 
which lay off on the extrem e left. 
There 
w as a pause of half a m inute or so to give 
every one a chance to get a good ready, 
then tom e one aid:

thrown in with a jerk. 
"BangI bang! hang!” went the rifles at 
the flying herd, which ran from us,wheeled 
to the left to get an easier descent, and 
swept down the steep slope like an ava­ 
lanche. 
Again we worked our levers, and again 
poured our bullets into them ss they ran. 
“To your horses, boys!” oried Boyd, as he 
started down the hill at full speed. Fool 
that I was, I lingered to get one more shot 
at the flying herd -and to see whether at 
least one buffalo had not been brought 
down. No, bad luck to us all, lam com­ 
pelled to admit that not even one buffalo 
had fallen! This was terrible. 
As I turned and started for my horse Boyd 
dashed away at full speed, and an instant 
later Jim was after him. My horse had a 
great mind to go, too; but I cried out, 
"Whoa. Brownie!” and the faithful old fel­ 
low waited for me. Before I was un Russe! I 
got away, and by the tim e I was in my sad­ 
dle tbe whole chase was out of my sight, 
around tbe bluff.

It was fully 
half a m ile across it, and honeycombed 
with big, gaping holes, just the right size 
for a running horse to set a leg in up to the 
knee, snap it off and throw his rider head­ 
long into tbe next township. I fairly shiv­ 
ered with dread and 
H eld M yself R e a d y fo r a T im b l* 
without notice, but we conld not afford to 
slacken our speed in the least. The prairie 
dogs barked at us from all sides ere they 
dived out of siaht, as if they wished us bad 
luck for our bad manners; but we had no 
time to say "by your leave." Old Brownie 
had all he could do to find solid ground, but 
so well ald he "mind his eye” that he never 
once stepped into any of the holes which 
lay in ambush for his dying lees. 
One* w e came full speed to a coulie which 
lay across our course, which was danger­ 
ously wide and deep. I thought of brokeu 
bones and the hereafter, but only for an in­ 
stan t With a m ighty effort the old horse 
gathered himself for a tremendous leap, 
rose high above the chasm, cleared it, 
landed safely on the other side and kept on. 
The buffalo reached tbe creek a hundred 
Taros ahead of me, aud went over the steep 
bank Dell moll, in a way that woald have 
broken our horses’ legs and our own necks. 
As Jim and I Dulled up at the edge we 
leaped to the ground and blazed awav at 
them as they came up on the opposite side, 
a good ride shot away. We m ust have hit 
some of them somewhere, but cone dropped. 
Just then I noticed that an immense old 
bull had left the herd and gone off alone 
up the creek, wounded by Jim, so, wnile 
Jim was still firing, I mounted and made 
after bim. 
I ran him a m ile and a half, but the 
ground was so bod, and be took advantage 
of it so well. I could not overhaul him, nor 
even get within fair rifleshot. He gradually 
described an immense seiui-circle to the 
left, and then Jim vent straight for him. 
This manoeuvre placed bim al ead of me in 
the chase, so I turned back at once, and 
rode after a cow, which had also left the 
herd, and was hit pretty hard.

He had got the old patriarch—chased him 
into the head of a frightful ravine, whence 
he could not get out. and broke his back. 
Cruel hunter that ho was, he had leit him 
alive, so that I could sketch him if I wanted 
tot I was horrified, ana we at once set out 
to ride to him and put him out of his mis­ 
ery. 
We started to take a short cut, and 
when half way there tsp jumped two splen­ 
did old bulls from behind a cut bank, where 
they had been hiding in tbe bottom of a 
coulie. 
It was 
a tremendous surprise. 
I fired from my horse st the one on my 
side, and Jim jumped down and fired from 
the ground. 
His horse bolted instantly, 
aud he called to me to go and catoh it, but 
being more cager to kill buffalos than 
eaten horses just then, I gave bim my 
horse to fi e after bis, while I got in two 
capital shots at 200 yards. I saw plainly 
that one of ui7 shots had broken tbe left 
fore leg of my buffalo, close to tbe shoulder, 
and said to myself. “You’re my m eat!” 
Hut he did not fall. Just then Jim gal­ 
loped up and handed me the reins of my 
horse, saying hurriedly: 
“ You take the one on the right and ITI 
take tho other,” and instantly galloped off. 
Perdition! He had chosen my buffalo! 
But there was no time for talk, so I set 
spurs and galloped after the unwounded 
bull, who was then a long way off, and go­ 
ing faster every minute. 
In about 300 
yards Jim easily overhauled mr bull, shot 
Lim through the lungs and killed him. I 
chased the other for two miles, but by that 
time my horse was tired out, aud as the buf­ 
falo was a long wave ahead of me, and go­ 
ing toward the sinking sun, I had to give 
him up. 
While I was slowly riding back to meet 
Jim, he met a young bull who was strolling 
along in a demoralized 
condition, and 
killed bim with a neat shot through the 
heart. Then we rode on to the one with 
the broken back, aud found him just w here 
Jim left bim. What a magnificent beast he 
was! I felt that I bad never belore seen a 
really first-class buffalo. 
Such an enor­ 
mous head, with wavy black hair on it a 
foot long, such a lofty bump, such a lux­ 
uriant growth of hair, such massive propor­ 
tions of body aud limb, and. finally, such 
spirit belong only to Hie grandest species 
of ruminant in the world. 
T h e Old Iklonater wa* Savage. 
He rose on his fore legs. and with a mighty 
effort struggled to stand erect In vain! 
His once faithful bind legs refused to obey 
him at last, and left him a helpless, hope­ 
less prisoner in the banus of bis enemies. 
But there was no pleading in his eyes; not 
a bit of It! 
They glared defiance and 
hatred. Could he bul Lave got one blow at 
either of us with one of those glossy-black 
horns, be would have got even with us for 
all time. 
I never saw a wounded animal in a greater 
rage,

of clouds, and got to camp about IO o’clock. 
33 e had ridden not less than sixty miles 
that day—and didn’t 
Mack's grub taste 
good! Ob, no, not at all' The other bots 
killed no buffalo thai day, so Jim aud I 
carried off the honors. 
The next day we 
went over to the dead buffalo with the 
wagon, and the dav after that while I was 
doing the "skinning a c t” the three cow­ 
boys fell Id with four buffalo out of that 
same bunch and killed them all. 
I hey were so near I heard every one of 
their shots, and even saw’ part of the chase; 
but Russell w as riding my brown horse that 
day and there tieing no other at hand I had 
to listen to all that firing w hile I hacked 
away at skins and bones. Oh, ye hunters! 
Imagine my feelings, if you caul I arn 
powerless to describe them. 


BEECH ER A ND JOE HOOKER. 


H aw the Clergym an M ade the Shidler 
"Forgive and Foraet AU."

An interesting incident In Henry Ward 
Beecher’s life connected with the meeting 
of the Army of the Potomac Society in this 
city in 1878 is told by General Horatio 
King, to whom Mr. Beecher once related it 
with evident satisfaction.

i private conversation, Mr. Beecher repeated 
the charge made in the newspapers at the 
1 time, that the battleof Cham ellorsville w as 
lost because General Hooker, who was in 
command of the army, was seriously under 
tbe Influence of liquor. 
This statement ap­ 
peared in the English papers as coming 
from Mr. Beecher. 
In the great oration in this city, Mr. 
Beecher paid a magnificent tribute to the 
graduates of West Point, especially ex­ 
tolling their financial integrity in tbe enor­ 
mous 
money 
responsibilities 
devolv­ 
ing upon them during the war. 
After 
the 
ad'onrnment. 
Hooker, 
who 
had 
not 
spoken 
to 
Mr. 
Beecher, 
met 
him in the hall of the Massasoit House 
and approaching him with extended hand 
said, 
Mr. Beecher, after your eulogy of 
the regular army, I forget and forgive all 
you have said in regard to me at Chancel- 
lorsvllle.” Mr. Beecher cordially grasped 
the hand of the old hero, and then ex­ 
plained how tbe statement happened to ap­ 
pear in the English papers. 
The scene was 
witnessed by many veterans.

T he m an who baa the m ania for collect* 
In sr postage stam ps is known, technically. 
as a philatelist. The word is derived from 
th e Greek, and is translated “love of a 
ta x .” Mr. Bogert, president of the N a­ 
tional Phflatelical Society of New York, 
thinks the Itle is not the m ost happy one 
th a t could be procured; but as it has gone 
Into general use. both in th is and other 
countries, it is too late to change i t There 
Is an Impression am ong the general public 
th a t stam p collecting is contined to boys 
and eccentric m en and women. This im* 
pression. however, is wrong. A great m any 
bankers and brokers in this and other cities, 
who have proved by their business successes 
th a t they are possessed of sound magi 
are enthusiastic stam p collectors. It istim e, 
philatelists think, th at the ridicule to which 
they have been subjected should be done 
aw ay w ith and th a t their pursuit should be 
recognized to be as legitim ate as th at of the 
coin collector, w hich has long been recog­ 
nized as a science 
T his claim would seam to be justified 
w hen it is Knowu th at the postage stam ps 
used in the world run up into th e thousands, 
and th at a book of seventy-four pages, 
f 
ainted in tine type, is required to cata- 
ogue them . The Toited States governm ent 
issues at the present tim e 20w stam ps of dif­ 
ferent kinds (not including revenue stamps), 
w hich range in value (rout one to ninety 
cents apiece. A complete collection of these 
ami other foreign stamps, of recent dates, 
unused, is worth in the philatelic m arket 
about twice their face value. 
It is claim ed by the educated philatelist 
th a t a thorough knowledge of his art is a 
liberal education In political geography, 
and 
contem porary history, and money 
values; for all postage is regulated by the 
cu rren t money in th e country in which it is 
issued, 
and 
the glib m anner in which 
a 
stam p 
collector 
alludes 
to 
reis, 
pence, 
thalers. 
centim es, 
piastres, 
annas, 
rupees, 
krew /ers, 
and 
m arks, 
would 
seem 
to 
indicate 
th a t 
his 
know ledge of the various coins alluded 
to would enable him to correctly count his 
ch,atmo after paying for his dinner. Stam p 
collecting is also a 
good 
exercise 
for

m ents of V ienna and saved the inventor 
from starvation, as Ills greater discoveries, 
far (rom bringing him money yet, ne* essi- 
tate an outlay w hich he nan only afford by 
ex trem e personal privation.

Frederick W illiam Louis was born on 
March 22, 1797. at a m om ent when the 
French revolution had begun to trium ph 
over its many enemies, including tho King 
of Prussia. 
The Emperor’s grandfather, 
Frederick W illiam IL, nephew of Frederick 
the Great, was still upon the throne, but 
died 
soon 
after, leaving his 
kingdom 
to

Em peror’s 
father, 
Frederick 
W illiam 
III. 
The 
tirst 
nine 
years 
of W illiam ’s life were am ong his happi­ 
est. His motlier, the beautiful and accom ­ 
plished Queen Louise, daughter of the Duke 
of 
M eck.enburg-Ntrelitz. 
took 
personal 
charge of the lad s education, as well as 
t 
hat of his elder brother, the Crown Prince 
frederick W illiam , his younger brother 
Garb and his sister Charlotte, and a happier 
fam ily circle than the K ing’s could nowhere 
bo found. 
T he year 1808. with its cruel changes, de­ 
stroyed this lovely idyl. T hrough his vacil­ 
lating course in dea ins with the Em peror 
Napoleon. King Frederick W illiam found 
him self suddenly isolated from Hie rest of 
Europe ami a prey to the conqueror. The 
battles of Jen a A uerstadt and baalteld no­ 
d d ed the fateo i his kingdom , from w hich 
Napoleon sliced off 2700 square m iles, with 
a population of 6.OOO.OOO souls. 
The few years following upon Jena were 
passed by the royal fam ily alternately in 
Konigsburg and Memel, and during this 
period the Queen vainly sought Russia’s 
help to drive away the conqueror. Finally, 
in 1809. tho K ing decided to return to Ber­ 
lin. and his two young sons entered the 
capital as lieutenants in the ranks of a 


and the regent ascended the throne as W il­ 
liam I. He was now r,4 years of age. a tall, 
m ajestic, handsom e old m an with ironigray 
hair and whiskers. His coronation at Ko- 
nigsberg Octo er 18. 1861. was attended 
w ith m uch pomp and ceremony, and in his 
coronation speech lie alluded very clearly 
to the “divine rig h t” through w hich he ac­ 
cented the high dignity. 
K ing W illidtn’s long struggle in carrying 
out the arm y reform schem e began with 
the year 1362, when the P arliam ent refused 
to vote the extra appropriations for m ilitary 
purposes en bloc.

ahead of his tim es and knew th a t in n° 
very far-off future Prussia would have to 
m easure strength w ith A ustria and France, 
w ith A ustria for suprem acy in Germ any 
and with France for suprem acy in Europe. 
The events In the war of 1866, growing 
out of the annexation of Schleswig-Hol­ 
stein, 
and 
tho Franco-Prusslan war of 
1870-71 are sufficiently fam iliar. 
The cam paign of 1866 gave Prussia the 
long-d^slred suprem acy iii Germ any. W hat 
the war of 1870-1 accom plished is known 
to all, and even a sum m ary of the events of 
th at alm ost contem poraneous period which 
ended In the downfall of Napoleon III. and 
tho proclam ation of the G erm an em pire 
would lie superfluous. 
The foreign wars of his reign have en­ 
deared the Em peror to the hearts of his 
people. In Berlin he has been a fam iliar

political views a curious m ixture of the 
pietist and debauchee. 
His opposition to 
constit utional agitation m ade him unpop­ 
ular with his subjects, and in 1848 m atters 
approached a crisis. 
The revolution in V ienna of F ebruary 13, 
1848 followed by M etternioh’s flight, led to 
bloody troubles in the streets of Berlin. It 
was at this juncture th at Prince William of 
Prussia (such was his title since his father’s 
death) appeared upon the scene. K ing Fred­ 
erick W illiam ’s advisers were divided into 
two parties. 
On the one side was the 
Princess of W eim ar aud lier friends, who, 
overawed by th$ clam oring masses, advo­ 
cated an im m ediate surrender to the peo­ 
ple ; on the other side was Prince W illiam 
and the conservative 
courtiers, who in­ 
sisted upon a 
suppression of the out­ 
break bv the 
m ilitary. 
The 
prince’s 
autocratic 
nature 
revolted 
at 
the 
thought th a t thoro should be any parleying 
w ith rebels, and, unfortunately, his senti­ 
m ents prevailed. The bloody days of the 
18th and 19th of March. 1848. are not even 
yet forgotten in Berlin, and for his ruthless 
slaughter of its citizens the present Em peror 
was long called the K artaetscheuprinz (the 
Cartridge Prince). But, although m any a 
barricade was storm ed and (flood flowed 
like water, the Prince’s troops were unable 
to quell the revolt, and Had not the King 
acquiesce I in the popular dem ands on Hie 
m orning of the 20tn, he would probably 
have shared the fate of his French royal 
brother. 
The K ing’s appearance in the streets with 
the national Germ an cockade of black, red 
and gold and his promise of a constitution 
restored bim to genet a1 favor, hut the prince 
found him self so bitterly hated th at he left 
the kingdom. 
After a few m onths spent in 
txuidon he returned to Berlin and finding 
a constituency willing to elect him, he 
entered the new Prussian P arliam ent as 
m em ber on June 18. 1848, aud declared 
him self ready to sunport the constitutional 
m onarchy to the full extent of his powers. 
Revolution again breaking out in South 
Germ any, an arm y of intervention was sent 
against the insurgents, under Prince Wil­ 
liam ’s orders. Un June 12. 1849, the prince 
held a council of war in the fortress of 
Mayence, and the following day his troops 
m arohed into the Palatinate. The cam paign 
th a t followed was short and decisive, and

T he President was put to more trouble in 
finding Hie Now England m em ber than was 
experienced in the selection of all the oilier 
four. He was anxious to appoint a Massa­ 
chusetts Republican, and it is well known 
th at both ex-Governor Robinson and ex- 
Congressman Crapo were offered the honor, 
which they declined iii personal interview s 
with tho President. 
Then each of thorn 
was asked to do the next best thing, and 
find a man suitable for the place, lh tills 
rimy tailed, although therein reason to be­ 
lieve th at they proposed mon who, like 
them selves, were unw illing to accept ser­ 
vice.

To finish up th e subject of crocheting for 
awhile, we give today some fancy stitches 
more or less used in work of this sort. Be­ 
tween cats and w ritten directions, even 
those w h o are unused to handling the work 
will be able to m ake them out. 
One term which is often seen in directions 
for crochet patterns is "picot.” This is a 
French word, and signifies a point, or a little 
knob; another nam e for It in French is a 
‘'purl." and this term , too, is som etim es 
seen in English, though it should never be

a seamed stitch. The word picot is m uch 
better as every one can understand th at at 
once, since it is used in so mony other ways;

Am erican citizens cannot or will not own 
and operate steam ship lines In the foreign 
carrying trade under tho existing laws. 
Year after year since American shipping was 
crowded from the seas Congress baa been 
asked to revise th e navigation la w s-to 
repeal them altogether, in fact, as a relief 
m easure, but w ithout avail. W estern and 
Southern m em bers have been indifferent, 
caring little about the m atter so long as 
th eir breadstuffs and cotton were trans­ 
ported somehow’, w hile so great a pressure 
has always been brought to bear by inter­ 
ested parties a t the N orth and E ast th at the 
subject has been continuously deferred. A 
few ship yards at Bath, Me., and Chester, 
Penn., have Been sufficient, through the 
w ailing of th e owners about "protecting 
American industry,” to paralyze a vastly 
greater industry, namely, oar ocean com­ 
merce. This is fun for the handful of ship­ 
builders, b ut it is death to every one else. 
It is possible th at these ship builders are 
dream ing th at Congress will legislate still 
further in their favor, and pass an act pro­ 
hibiting the m ails to be carried in any other 
than Am erican steam ships, or even the im 
portation of foreign fabrics in any but 
American bottoms. Then orders for ships 
will pour in upon them (they have none 
now), and their everlasting fortunes will be 
made, as they fancy. VI itll tho exception 
of the Pacific Mail, trading to Japan from 
g,iB Francisco, there is scarcely a foreign 
steam ship line flying the American flag, 
and th e question has been asked many 
tim es 
in, these last 
fifteen 
years 
more, why it 
is 
th a t 
the stars and 
stripes caunot be seen upon the ocean 
on equal term s w ith the British union 
jack? The answer to the question is an 
easy one, nam ely: The taxes imposed upon 
the ownership and operation of American 
shipping are so m uch more burdensom e 
than those of other countries th at American 
citizens cannot m ake m oney in the busi­ 
ness. Am erican capital is not slow to seek 
profitable investm ent. It is ever on the look­ 
out for such, and if 
m oney could 
be 
m ade in owning ships it wontd surely be 
invested there. 
lf the m em bers of the F iftieth Congress 
have any doubt about the m atter, let them 
iry the experim ent of free ships for a 
season and note the result. Among other 
results there would be probably no cessa­ 
tion of shipbuilding at Bath. M e, but the 
builders would become owners also. 


OUB CONSUL AB SEBVICE. 


News comes from W ashington to the 
comes 
effect th a t three valuable officials in the 
consular service have sent in th eir resigna- 
ons, on account of the m eagreness of the 
salaries paid by the governm ent. 
The sec­ 
retary of state is reported as saying th a t it 
is generally recognized by all who have 
exam ined the subject, th a t our representa­ 
tives abroad are poorly paid, and th a t in 
m any instances United States m inisters are 
obliged to spend nearly tw ice their salaries 
lo keep up appearances: th a t thegovem - 
m ent is som etim es fortunate enough to find 
gentlem en of w ealth possessing the neces­ 
sary qualifications who are w illing to accept 
positions in the diplom atic service, but th at 
th e other hand there are m en who would 
ornam ent the foreign service aud be a 
credit to our governm ent were it not for 
tile fact th a t the 
salary attached 
to 
the position for which they are w anted 
too small. 
Mr. 
B a y a r d also 
re­ 
grets. it is said, 
th a t 
Congress 
saw 
fit to refuse his request for an appropriation 
for the em ploym ent of a corps of consular 
inspectors. Every other departm ent under 
the governm ent has Its special agents or in 
spec tors, yet the State Departm ent is denied 
th at which Is allowed to other departm ents. 
Mr. B a y a r d says th at before the foreign 
service can be brought nu to and m ain­ 
tained a t a proper standard, a consular in­ 
spection corps will have .to be established. 
In view of these statem ents concerning 
consular com pensation it would seem th at 
one of two things should be done. E ither 
the United States should pay adequate 
salaries to its representatives abroad, or it 
should abolish the offices and call the men 
home. lf a diplom atic or consular service 
is w orm m aintaining a t all, it is worth 
m aintaining well. Opinions may differ as 
to the desirability of so m any consulates, or 
the m aintenance of diplom ats at m any of 
the foreign courts, but no one believes th a t 
while they are m aintained, they should be 
m aintained on a discreditable scale. 
T he secretary’s suggestion concerning in­ 
spectors of consulates.will hardly be com­ 
plied with this year, lf inspectors of con- 
auletes were established, who would inspect 
tho inspectors? T hat is a question which 
will inevitably rise w henever it is proposed 
to appoint w atchm en over those who are 
supposed to be com petent to occupy places 
of honor and tru st likewronsulates.

On both sides of the A tlantic legislatures 
are busy in devising new and stringent 
laws aim ed to m ake travel by steam safer. 
The long series of disasters on th e rail 
which the past w inter has w itnessed is re­ 
sponsible for this sudden and w holesom e 
activity of the law m akers. 
The E nglish 
P arliam ent has a bill before it which gives

authorized to order any railw ay company to 
adopt th e block system throughout 
its 
line, to provide for th e interlocking o 
all 
its pointe and signals, and to equip all its 
trains w ith continuous brakes. 
The bill 
proposes also to com pel railroads not to 
keep any of its em ployes who are in charge 
of the safety of trains a t work for more than 
tw elve hours at a tim e. 
M eantim e legis­ 
latures on this side are a t w ork fram ing 
laws to com pel closer and m ore thorough 
inspection of bridges, w hich seem to be the 
special danger pointe on Am erican

W hile in no 
sense a professional wit. it was impossible 
for Mr. Travers to bridle his hum or or his 
h ab it of repartee. 
Always in good humor, 
there was never more m alice in his jests 
th an they, needed for th eir piquancy. As lie 
som etim es complained, hardly a joke is cur­ 
ren t th a t is not attributed by the street to 
him . B ut the quality of his jests was so 
characteristic th at it is not hard to distin­ 
guish betw een the genuine and tile coun­ 
te rfe it An im pedim ent in his speech gave 
additional force to his jests, for retarded as 
th e clim ax was by his inim itable stutter, 
it burst upon the ear a t the proper instant 
like an explosion. Like all good story­ 
tellers, he never made the m istake of utter­ 
ing a story twico. He was a great favorite 
in society, and one of the few who could 
afford to nave all m ankind for friends. In 
his club, his appearance was a signal tor 
brightened faces and hearty laughter, and 
yet, there was a dignity about him which 
m ade fam iliarity impossible. 
He was born of ancient M aryland stock 
in Baltim ore in tho year 1819. His ances­ 
tors were Scotch. 
He graduated from 
Colum bia College in 1838. After this lie 
entered the United States M ilitary Acad­ 
emy at W est Point, but becoming dissatis­ 
fied w ith the dutios there settled in Balti­ 
m ore and com m enced business as a com­ 
mission m erchant for tho WeBt Indian aud 
South American trade, In this he failed. 
Finally he entered Wall street as a partner 
ot Hie firm of E. II. M uller Sc Co. He be­ 
cam e a m em ber of the Stock E xchange in 
1854, and has continued his connection 
w ith 
it 
ever 
since, although he has 
not 
been 
inside 
its 
w alls 
for 
four 
years, nor has he done any business in 
th e street for more than eighteen months. 
Mr. Travers was not successful am ong 
tim pitfalls of tho street uutil he left M uller 
ic Co., and entered into partnership with 
Leonard W. Jerom e. The two m en have 
been fast friends ever since. They com­ 
m enced business on a capital of SSO,OOO, 
aud after a few years when the partnership 
expired, each lound him self 
I*o**<'•■ o rio t O ver # 1,000,090. 
Mr, Jerom e for a tim e retired from busi­ 
ness and Mr. T ravers formed a new part­ 
nership w ith C. Kowalsky. Here he was 
ag.iin unfortunate, and through the failure 
of Jacob L ittle, lost m ost of the fortune he 
had made. W hen the w ar broke out Mr. 
T ravers joined the hull side of the m arket 
and recovcied most of his losses. 
In 1803 he joined th e firm of Van Schaick 
& Musset, and tortuue again favored his 
elTorts. In 1870, he started th e lirm of 
Plum e & Van Em burgh, of which he was 
a special partner. He also had a large in­ 
terest In the business of French Sc Travers, 
of which his eldest son was the, junior part­ 
ner. His Southern affiliations tau g h t him 
th a t the w ar between the sections was to be 
long aud bloody, and he was am ong the 
first to understand Its effect iii M all street. 
E arly in 1802 he predicted a vast enhance­ 
m ent of values aud profited enorm ously by 
it. Before tho panic of 1873 ho w ent short 
of the m arket on a large scale, and took in 
his shorts at very low prices, m aking im ­ 
m ense prolits. Mr. I ravers was a hear with 
Jay Gould. Addison G. CanmacK aud Jam es 
Ii. Keene in operating during the great de­ 
clines of 1870-77, and in 187t» he took no 
Inconsiderable share in the great upward 
m ovem ent. 
Some years before th e com m encem ent 
of the war. Jerom e Sc Travers made a 
great h it in Lake Shore, a t the tim e when it 
was selling at from 120 to 140, The stock 
was a favorite one then, ana was viewed as 
safe as a governm ent bond. Nearly every­ 
body in the street had a little, and the out­ 
side public speculators, as w ell as investors, 
were long of it. This created a favorable 
condition for tho form ation oi a ring to de­ 
press tho stock. 
Ju st now’, Jerom e Sc 
Travers discovered, either by shrewdness 
or by accident, th a t there had been a con­ 
siderable over-issue fraudulently, or at least 
irregularly. Acting on this, with the ut­ 
m ost secrecy and despatch, they put out all 
the short contracts they could arrange for, 
aud then sprung the miue. When the news 
of the over-issue had been com m unicated 
to the street the stock fell heavily, from 50 
to OO per cent., and the profits of the sharp 
operators were enorm ous-rated by 60ine as 
high as a million and a half. 
At the tim e of his death Mr. Travers was 
a silent partner in the brokerage houses of 
Van Em fm rgh & A tterbury and of Prince Se- 
fcitiley. 
He had, besides, a large, special 


interest in the cotton house of T ravers Sc 
H ackm an, of which his eldest son 
was 
senior partner, and a special interest, also, 
in the g reat Baltim ore tea concern of 
Moale, Arm strong & C a 
Although for 
some tim e he hod regarded business rather 
as a diversion than a serious occupation of 
his energies, his judgm ent was as keen, his 
audacity as great as they ever were. 
In­ 
dustry and sagacity made him a very rich 
man. On account of the m ultiplicity of his 
interests it is difficult lo fix tho am ount of 
Mr. T ravers’ fortune, tout good judges in 
the street place it at 
A F igure A bove 94,000,OOO. 
Ho was a m uch-loved m an in his home. 
Ho was m arried in early life to a daughter 
of Reverdy Johnson of Baltim ore, a fam ous 
m inister to England. 
There were nine 
children. Hip sons, John, W illiam R.. Jr., 
Reverdy' Johnson, and his daughters, Mrs. 
George R. Fearing, Mrs. Jam es W. W ads­ 
w orth, wife of the ex-com ptroller, Mrs. 
W illiam A. Oner and two unm arried daugh­ 
ters. are all living, and with the exception 
of Mrs, Fearing, who is an invalid, accom­ 
panied th eir parents on their sad errand to 
Berm uda last December. 
His tw o elder 
sons have since returned. 
Tho c h o b to 
which

are 
characteristic

his nature and

his tastes. 
Ile 
lived luxuriously, but w ithout ostentation, 
and in a large degree for the prom otion of 
the pleasure of his friends. His well-spread 
table was rem arkable tor its hospitality. 
His cellar was one of the best in New York. 
Its specialty was the Madeira, on which 
Mr. T ravers prided him self. At the tnneof 
his death. Mr. T ravers was m aintaining five 
establishm ents, his town residence at 3 
IVest T hirty-eighth street, his superb coun­ 
try residence a t Newport, where lie sum ­ 
mered until last year, when he bought a 
house a t Saratoga and spent the sum m er 
there, hoping th a t the w aters would help 
him. Besides these he bad an elegant, hom e 
in W ashington, and last fall he purchased a 
fine establishm ent a t Ham ilton. Bermuda, 
where he died. 
Personally, Mr. Travers was a tall, spare 
man, whose silk hat and scrupulouslv w ell­ 
kept gray side w hiskers denoted bim a m an 
particular in his dress. His devotion to his 
friends was a prom inent characteristic of 
his nature, He was kind and courteous to 
all, and especially beloved by his employes. 
Always an unsw erving Democrat, ho was 
one of tho m ost liberal of contributors to 
th at party, and in fact to every cause which 
he deem ed good. Among the m ost prom i­ 
nent clubs other th an those nam ed with 
which he was connected are the Union 
Club, th e M anhattan Club, the New York 
A tbleticC luh.thePiinllcoPark Association of 
Baltim ore, the M aryland Club of Baltim ore, 
the Saratoga Racing Association, the Metro­ 
politan Club of W ashington, the M onmouth 
Park Association, the K nickerbocker Club, 
the Newport R eading Club and the Coney 
Island .looney Cluh. Up to about two years 
ago Mr. T ravers 
E n jo yed E x cellen t H e a lth . 
Then he 
was 
affected w ith diabetes 
which has since been steadily sapping the 
foundation of his life. 
One of the T ravers boys cam e homo one 
day w ith a big blackened eye.

DEATH’S JIA R V E S T . 


Some of the Notable People who Have 
Recently Passed Away. 
Mrs. Mary D oherty died in Boston W ed­ 
nesday a t the age of 111 years. T he age 
seem s to be well authenticated. 
D aniel Davis, who is said to have been 
the test posted m an on electricity, died in 
Princeton, Mass., on Tuesday, aged 74. In 
1842 he published "D avis’ M anual of Mag­ 
netism ,” this boing the first work published 
on th at subject in the world. It was used 
as a text-book in all tbe principal scientific 
institutions in this country and E ngland. 
He was a m an who did not believe in pat­ 
ents. Had he patented some of bis inven 
tions 
he 
would 
have died a million- 
naire. He invented the art of electro­ 
typing 
in 
copper, 
wood 
cuts 
and 
type such as are used today, and gave 
liis invention to the world. In 1840 he elee- 
trotyped iii copper the arm of a child,which 
has been lately claim ed as a new invention. 
T h isan n isstilliu e x isten cc. In 184 0Profes- 
SOr G areaux of Paris arrived in Boston w ith 
tile invention of Daguerre. Mr. Davis made 
a set ot apparatus and probalilv took the 
first daguerreotype taken in this country. 
E lias Howe, the fam ous sewing m achine 
inventor, worked for him and m ade his 
first m achine in his shop. Mr. Davis was 
also the first m an in this country who did 
electrogold aud silver plating,and taught the 
art. In 1844 Professor Morse had just intro­ 
duced his telegraph, out it was a very rude 
and im practicable m achine, and it was put 
into Mr. Davis’ hands tor im provem ent, 
and no put it in its present state. He re­ 
ceived several gold m edals from various 
exhibitions for his inventions and skill as a 
m anufacturer. 
Mrs. Abigail S. Tilton, aged 07, the oldest 
person in Norwood, N. IL, died on Saturday. 
She was tho widow of a Revolutionary sol­ 
dier. 
Professor Arlt. tho em inent oculist, of 
Vienna, died recently at the age of 75, after 
a long illness. The late professor enjoyed a 
world-wide reputation as a skilful operator 
in affections of the eye. His operations for 
cataract alone am ounted to some 50oo. 
Miss Rhodee M. Moulton, who died on 
W ednesday at Ossipee Centre, in. H., at 49, 
possessed literary aud poetical abilities of a 
high order. 
General Quincy of Boston died Thursday 
at Keene, N. Ii., w here he had gone tor 
m edical treatm ent. He graduated a t H ar­ 
vard in 1852, was adm itted to the bar three 
years later, and was associated w ith Hon. 
John Lowell in the editorship of the Law 
Reporter. He was commissioned as captain 
in the .Second M assachusetts Infantry in 
1801. At the battle of Cedar M ountain he 
received two 
wounds, 
one in the foot 
proving a perm anent injury; he was taken 
prisoner at the sam e tim e and carried first 
to .Staunton and then to the Libby Prison, 
Richmond. 
He rem ained a prisoner for 
three m onths, enduring hardships which, 
w ith 
ids 
wound, 
severely 
told 
upon 
him. 
Ho 
returned 
to 
duty 
until 
March, 
1803, 
having 
in 
the 
moan- 
tim e 
been 
promoted, 
through 
tho 
losses suffered by his regim ent, first to the 
rank of m ajor and then to th at of colonel. 
He com m anded the regim ent in th e cam ­ 
paign and battle of Chancellorsville, but 
resigned lits colonelcy in June, 1803, being 
discharged for disability from wounds. In 
Novem ber ills health was sufficiently re­ 
stored to enaole him to rejoin the arm y, at 
first as iieuteuant-colonel of the Seventy- 
third Uni tad States colored troops, after­ 
wards as inspector on the staff of Governor 
Andrew. Ile was also colonel of the Eighty 
first United States colored troops and mili­ 
tary m avor of New Orleans. 
Mr. Daniel Sullivan, father of the Rt. 
Hon. Tim othy Sullivan, Lord Mayor of 
Dublin, died Thursday. 
W illiam A. C lara, president of the New­ 
port N ational Bank of Rhode Island and 
the oldest bank official in the country, died 
Saturday at the agB of 84 years. He en­ 
tered the hank w hen 15 years old. and was 
appointed cashier in 1839 and president in 
1842, m aking sixty-nine years of continu­ 
ous service. Ho was unm arried and the 
last survivor of an old aristocratic Newport 
family. 
Rees Lewis, who organized th e famous 
series of out-door tem perance m eetings on 
the docks of New York City and on hoard of 
vessels in the harbor forty-seven years ago, 
died in Canadenis, Pa., on Thursday, aged 
97 years. He was for seventy-five years an 
active m em ber in the baptist church.

• i Forever. 


Good and Evil Results to Israel 
From Isolation. 


Rabbi Solomon Schindler delivered a dis­ 
course on ‘'Isolation” at Tem ple Adath 
Israel, Friday evening. 
Like his other dis­ 
courses it was both eloquent and philosoph­ 
ical. H esaid: 
"How great, God, are Thy works and how 
profound Thy thoughts!" sings the Hebrew 
poet inspired by tho m agnificent spectacle 
which nature daily offers to the attentive 
observer. I im agine tho poet standing on 
tho sum m it of a m ountain, above him the 
arched nome of the sky illum inated a t day­ 
tim e by tile sun, which like a fiery ball tra­ 
verses the vast expanse,and strew ed at n ight 
w ith m yriads of tw inkling stars over which 
the silvery moon apparently keeps watch. 
At his feet he Would see the sloping hills 
covered 
w ith a 
bounteous 
vegetation 
crossed by a system of rivers, as if by silver 
hands; farther on the plain and at the verge 
of his vision the m ighty ocean foim lng a 
circle around the earth, air. water, m oun­ 
tains, valley and plain, all bristling with 
life, all thronged with 
living creatures 
from the sm allest to the greatest, every 
one of these enjoying its life and supported 
by the same M aster of the universe—why 
should lie not have exclaim ed in ecstasy; 
"How great, O God arc Thy works and how 
profound 'lily thoughts!” 
But if tho author of this now often re­ 
peated exclam ation should rise from his 
grave aud should be informed of the results 
of modern research—th at the earth upon 
which we live is not the centro of creation. 
as he had supposed, but th a t it is a vast 
globe, turning 
in a doublo 
revolution 
around itself and the sun; th a t the stars, 
w hich to him had been a m ere 
Enibrlllahineiit a f the N ightly S ky 
arc sim ilar globes, larger still than our 
eartli and w andering in a sim ilar m anner 
either around the sun, which is visible to 
us, or around suns which are far too dis­ 
tant to be observed by us. If then ho 
would 
be led to conjecture th a t these 
millions of worlds, floating, so to say, in 
space, may be as bristling w ith life in all 
kinds of forms as is the planet on which 
we happen 
to 
live, 
and 
if 
finally 
the thought would be im pressed upon 
him, th at this grand m echanism , tbe intin-* 
ite space sw arm ing w ith these countless, 
wandering orbs is the work, can be the 
work of but one Creator, th at it is regulated 
by tile laws of hut one l i*w-giver, and is 
supported by the love of one 
gracious 
Father,—would then his adm iration not 
still increase, and would ho then not break 
forth w ith greater em phasis in the words, 
"How great. I) God,are Thy works, and how 
profound Thy thoughts” ? 
Tho more we contem plate nature and 
m editate upon its wonders the m ore do we 
beflcme im pressed w ith the greatness of 
God, and it is it slander to accuse science of 
hostility to the belief in a God or of an at­ 
tem pt to dem onstrate Him Out of exlstance; 
quite the reverse is the case. Science, or 
tile better know ledge of the true condition 
of things, has m ade the conception of God 
clearer, grander and holier in the sam e pro­ 
portion as it has proved 
tho universe 
greater and wider than it has been supposed 
to he. 
We have, however, not yet exhausted the 
power of God. when we im agine the uni­ 
verse as a playing ground of innum erable 
revolving globes, indeed not. 
We begin 
(hen only to catch a glimpso of His glory 
w hen we learn th a t these orbs are helm and 
have ever been held, in their courses by 
two forces, which, though they oppose each 
other, serve the purpose of the m aker by 
their very antagonism . One force is the 
centrifugal force, a force which desires to 
hurl a body as far as possible from tho cen­ 
tre around w hich it sw ings; the other is 
the centripetal force, a force which desires 
to bring a body as near as possible to the 
centre. These two forces not only set and 
keep 
T he W hole M achinery o f th e U niverse 
in motion, but regulate the courses of every 
globe w ith w onderful precision. 
These two forces, however, do not only 
m anifest them selves in the spheres alone, 
they exert them selves everyw here, they 
act and react upon each other in the grain 
of sand which grits under our foot as they 
do in the sunball, and they show their in- 
riuenco even In a world w here their exist­ 
ence is least suspected, nam ely, in the 
world of our thoughts, in the intellectual 
world. 
"How 
great, O 
God, are 
Thy 
works!” 
Tho samo law which keens tho earth in 
its position, in a proper distance from tile 
other lum inaries of the sky, m anifests Itself 
in all our hum an affairs and regulates with 
the same precision our intellectual life. Tho 
careful observer will m eet it everywhere, 
and note its presence even in the sphere of 
religion. 
Every one of tbe know n religions claim s 
naturally to be the only true religion, in- 
tendiug to im prove hum anity by uniting 
all hum an beings into one large brother­ 
hood. Every one of tbem has a natural ten­ 
dency to propagate itself, to extend the 
track of its usefulness, to spread and finally 
gather all the inhabitants of the earth into 
its folds. Every religion dream s of a day 
to come. when its God will be adored by all 
the world and when tbe tru th of Its princi­ 
ples will he recognized by every living soul. 
Then the golden ago will dawn, m an will 
be perfect, wars will be not heard of and an 
era 
of 
peace 
and happiness supplant 
this era of w arfare, com petition, discontent 
and consequent misery. Nam e me one re­ 
ligion which harbors not such hopes, even 
agnosticism and honest atheism expect an 
im provem ent in all hum an affairs from the 
establishm ent aud the general recognition 
of their theories. 
This is the m anifestation of the centri­ 
fugal force in religion. 
lf this force were not counteracted by 
another, the systenxof hum an society would 
as often been annlm lated as one new idea 
would have supplanted the other. 
W e H eboid Thi* 'Pendency 
to annihilate present conditions in order to 
produce a new order of things in all reform ­ 
atory spirits. They all are to some extent 
more or less iconoclasts. They all attribute 
the failure of their proposed m easures to 
their inability to destroy all form er sys­ 
tems. If those old Bystems could only be 
rem oved they claim th a t they could easily 
build up a new and better world upon their 
ruins. 
T his centrifugal force in religion needs a 
check, and it is checked by its centripetal 
antagonist. 
The observer will find th a tw h iie o n the 
one hand every religion wishes to spread 
and to become the sole religion of hum anity, 
on tbe other hand it isolates itself from Hie 
rest by distinguishing m arks and refuses 
to be am algam ated w ith strange thoughts. 
He will find th a t every religion encircles 
itself w ith a wall of customs and cere­ 
monies, and hesitates to adm it a comer 
upon his conditions. 
W hile on the one 
liana every religion boasts of tbe truth of 
its doctrines, of their strength, of their fit­ 
ness to survive, even of the divine protec­ 
tion which will preserve them in spite of all 
antagonism , they all are tim id on the 
other baud 
to 
allow these 
principles 
to step forth from th eir protecting barri­ 
cades, and test their strength in an open 
contest w ith the principles of a contempo­ 
rary religion. T in# are all boastful aud 
strong w ithin the bulw arks ana the lines 
of fortifications which 
they have built 
around them selves, and dem and of their 
adherents first of all to strengthen these 
walls, to rem ain w ithin them , and to re­ 
spect the neutral zone which stretches be­ 
tween the several religious castles. It has 
become a part of practical religion and is 
recognized by the m ajority as a duty which 
a m an owes to his inherited religion to 
widen rath er than to rill up the gulf which 
yawns betw een th e different religions, and 
to uphold all 
(Such Cnitoum and C erem oile* 
which would lend to their own religion a 
distinguishing appearance and would thus 
preserve its individuality. 
If tbese tokens of distinction should be 
obliterated or these fortifications erased, 
they fear th a i w ith them also their princi­ 
ples would he annihilated; in a word, th at 
their religion, of the truth, strength and 
vitality of whioh they have been constant­ 
ly boasting, would be lo st 
Frederick Richter, better known by bis 
literary nam e, Jean Paul, when ridiculing 
the inefficiency of the G erm an m ilitary sys­ 
tem of bis tim e sarcastically proposed th at 
every m ilitia m an should be supplied with 
a club so th a t he m ight be able to defend 
him self should some one try to rob him of 
his m usket and sabre. It appears to me to 
hold o b too tenaciously }o the club of re­ 
ligious isolation w ith which to defend our 
religious principles, the very weapons upon 
which we ought to rely for offensive and 
defensive purposes. 
I have selected religions isolation for the 
subject of my discourse tonight, not only 
because It is considered by very many th at 
it is the purpose ana end of practical relig­ 
ion to isolate the different religions and 
coniine them to th eir narrow spheres, but 
because we Israelites have been subject to 
the sway of both the centrifugal and cen­ 
tripetal forces more than any other relig­ 
ion, and because it is claim ed th at we have 
been preserved so long and in spite of the 
m ost revoltingly cruel persecutions by our 
, developed ayutem af isolation, aud th a t we 


could 
be preserved only if 
we would 
strictly adhere also in the future to the 
policy of isolation. 
Is there any nation known to history in 
which monotheism had sooner developed 
than in Israel? In which the conception of 
a universal God—and a s s necessarv conse­ 
quence. that of a universal brotherhood of 
all m en—has m atured previous to ours? 
"H ave we not all one Father? Has not ono 
Creator called us into existence? 
W hy W ill a llr n th r r Ko lin t rn* 
to his brother?” is a sentence which histori­ 
cally is attributed to Jew ish authorship at 
an age when the rest of Hie world was still 
covered by the night of idolatry. 
W hat 
nation has earlier furtherm ore given ex­ 
pression by the m outh of its representa­ 
tives to the hopes th a t its God will be­ 
come the recognized God of all nations, 
th a t its religion will become the religion of 
tbe world, that at th a t glorious period all 
hum anity will form one happy and peace­ 
ful brotherhood? 
Indoed. in no other religion has tho cen­ 
trifugal force m anifested itself earlier and 
w ith greater vigor than in the Jew ish re­ 
ligion. 
But behold the other side. No religion 
has ever been as aristocratic and exclusive 
as ours. The centripetal iorco showed itself 
in its enormous strength when our ances­ 
tors boatsfully asserted th at they were the 
chosen People of God; th at God had se­ 
lected them from am ong the nations, has 
blessed it 
in 
preference 
to 
others, 
and 
has 
never 
ceased 
to 
love 
It. 
even 
in 
spite 
of 
its 
disobedi­ 
ence and backsliding, when it closed her­ 
m etically its doors to the comer, when it- 
surrounded itself with distinguishing m arks 
of all Kinds in order to be recognized at one 
glance as a different class of beings, when 
it preserved tnis 
haughty spirit In the 
m idst of persecution and even then refused 
to adopt a mode of dress aud a style of liv­ 
ing which would m ake it less distinguished 
from its neighbors. 
It depends entirely from Hie stand which 
the observer takes to determ ine w hether 
tills system of isolation lias been harm ful 
to Judaism , or w hether it has been its pro­ 
tection. Botli views may he right and at 
tho same tim e wrong, and to dispute about 
them would bo w asting tim e and breath 
as long as the supposed outcom e cannot be 
dem onstrated by an experim ent, it m ay 
be 
true 
th at 
Judaism 
would 
have 
been 
swept 
from 
Hie 
earth 
dur­ 
ing the m iddle ages had 
it 
not been 
so well guarded and its m em bers been kept 
so close together by its elaborate system of 
Relation, hut it m ay he as true th at Juda­ 
ism, on account of the strength and the 
truth of its principles, m ight have con­ 
quered the world had it not isolated itself 
from the rest of hum anity. 
Who can say which supposition is the 
right one?

COMMERCIAL MATTERS 


B ra d itre e t’* R eview a f th* (’•atim on of 
T ra d e and C asim ere*. 
N ew Y o r k , M arch 25.—Special telegram s 
to Bradstreet’s report a fair increase in Hie 
volume of m erchandise distributed during 
the week, ane in part to the pressure to 
movo grain, produce and other staples to 
the full extent of the dem and prior to 
April 
6, beyond 
which 
existing 
rail 
way 
freight 
rates 
do 
not 
extend. 
There 
has 
been 
a 
distinct 
increase 
in 
the 
volum e 
of 
general 
trade 
at Portland, Mo., Philadelphia. Pittsburg, 
Cincinnati, Louisville, St. Louis. Chicago 
and St. Paul, not only as against the earlier 
portion of the m onth, but in comparison 
w ith a like period in 1880 as well. Lake 
navigation promises to open w ith higher 
rates on the supposition th a t high railw ay 
rates will result from the interstate law. 
This has advanced the price of as woll as 
tho demand for lake tonnage. Total hank 
clearings at thirty-six cities for six days 
ended with yesterday aggregate $858,092,- 
499, against $990,906,097 last week, aud 
$952 729,160 iii tho like week of 1886. 
Tins shows a loss ot $132,814,000, or 13 Va 
per cent. during the week and IO per cent, 
against last year. Domestic money m ar­ 
kets generally are active, and rates tend 
upward, largely dependent on the dem and 
for April .settlements. 
Collections are bettor than last week. 
W heat has been irregular and fractionally 
lower on a bearish sentiment, W e-t ann de­ 
creased export dem and. Tho outlook for 
tho California w heat crop this year is not 
for a "bonanza crop;" exports are a t low 
ebb tliere; sowing is behindhand and Hie 
rainfall is against a full crop. Tho reports 
of the year's hog racking at the W est 
showing an excess of about 150,000 hogs 
over last year, and an aggregate decrease of 
stocks of provisions March I about equal 
to 81,000,000 pounds of products, have 
added strength to Hie provisions. 
Tbe 
Chicago cliques supposed to be controlling 
mess pork and wheat are still believed to 
bo buyers on every break in th at m arket. 
Iron continues dull so far as new orders 
are concerned, but deliveries on old orders 
are 
heavy and consum ption continues 
active. Advance reports to B radstreet’s 
show th a t the total im ports of Iron aud 
steel for two m onths of 1887 aggregate 
465,000 tous.against 269,000 in two m onths 
of 1886, a gain ol 73 per cent.; in value 
$6,787,000 in 1887, against $4,631,000 in 
1886, a gain of 47 per cent. Leading mem­ 
bers of the trade here look for a decline in 
tiffs excessive im portation prior lo June, 
w ith a subsequent revival in prices. Raw 
cotton is I Vs oents higher than last year, 
and Vt cent higher than last week, on 
heavy consum ption and signs of exhaus­ 
tion of the crop. New York and New Or­ 
leans only have considerable stocks of de­ 
sirable cotton. The m ovem ent of cotton 
g 


oods is active, particularly at Chicago and 
oston. 
Prices are tending upw ard for brown and 
bleached cottons. 
Woollens continue slow. 
Raw wool is steady, with the downward 
m ovem ent checked. Prices are two aud 
three cento lower than on January I, Sup­ 
plies are am ple until tbe new clip. Sugar 
is firmer and higher on lighter supplies in 
prim ary m arkets and reduced crop esti­ 
m ates in Cuba and Europe. Coffee is more 
active aud options are Va cent higher. Rio 
more excited on renewed inquiry. There 
were 281 failures in tho United States and 
23 in Canada the past week, against 200 
and 3Irrespectively for last week, 191 and 
JO for tile sam e week of L880 and 247 and 
37 for tho corresponding week of 1885. 
The failures thus far this year num ber Si>17 
in the United States and 325 in Canada, 
against 3139 and 342 respectively for the 
same poriod of 1886.

Thom as M. Cooley of M ichigan, tor the 
term of six years; W illiam IL Morrison of 
Illinois, for tbe term of live years; Augus­ 
tus Bcboonmakor of New York, for the term 
of four years; Aldace F. W alker of Ver­ 
mont, for th e term of tiiree years; W alter 
A. Bragg of Alabama, for tbe term of two 
years. The fact th at Mr. Cooley's namo 
beads tbe list does not necessarily denote 
th at lie will be chairm an of the commis­ 
sion, as it m ust elect its own chairm an. 
Tho following is a sketch of the public 
careers of the men com prising the com­ 
m ission,except ex-Kepresentatlve Morrison, 
whose public services are so generally 
known as to need no description: 
Thom as M. Cooley was born in Attica, N. 
Y,. rn 1824, studied law in th a t S tate and 
rem oved to M ichigan iii 1843, w here lie 
has since resided. 
In 1857 he was elected 
com elier of the State laws, and in 1858 re­ 
uniter of the Suprem e Court. 
In 1869 he 
was chosen by the regents as commissioner 
to organize the law departm ent of tbe 
U niversity of M ichigan, and 
has ever 
since been connected with it. 
In 1864 he 
was 
elected 
justice 
of 
the 
Supremo 
Court, and was re-elected in 1869 and in 
1877; he was nom inated by the Republi­ 
cans for re-eleotiou in 1886, and was de­ 
feated. 
Mr. Cooley is the author of nu­ 
m erous standard legal works, 
He was 
recently appointed by United States Judge 
G resham receiver of tbe W abash Railroad 
Company. 
^ 
Aldace F. W alker is a Verm ont lawyer, 
about forty-four years old, a Republican, 
studied law w ith Senator Edmunds, served 
as colonel in the Union army, and has since 
been practising law at Rutland. 
In the 
V erm ont Senate he has taken a leading 
part in fram ing legislation to solve the rail­ 
way problem , and has given m uch study to 
the question. 
A ugustus Schoonm aker of Kingston, N. 
Y., was born in Ulster county. N. V., M arch 
2, 1828, and is a law yer in active practice, 
Ile has always been a D em ocrat He has 
been county judge of his county, and the 
candidate of ids party for Suprem e Court 
judge. 
He was State senator during Gov­ 
ernor T ilden’s term as governor, and was 
one of the leaders of the leg islatu re on 
whom Mr. T ilden relied to carry out his re­ 
form m easures. He was alway* a close per­ 
sonal political friend of Mr. Tilden. Mr. 
Schoonm aker was attorney-general of New 
Y ork S tate in 1877 and 1879. succeeding 
Mr. Fairchild, the present acting secretary 
of th e treasury. In 1876 he was presented 
by th# anti-Tam m any delegation from New 
York in the Dem ocratic State Convention 
as their candidate for governor, and was a 
delegate to the Dem ocratic N ational Con­ 
vention in 1876 aud 1880. and also to the 
Chicago convention in 1884. 
W alter A. Bragg was born in A labam a in 
1838. but resided in Arkansas from 1843 
until 1861. He was educated a t H arvard 
U niverslty. and practised law in Arkansas 
for Borne years. At the close of the w ar tie 
settled in Alabama, and was for some years 
the law partner of General Morgan. He has 
been a leading Dem ocrat in th ai State for 
some years, and has served as national dele­ 
gate, presidential elector and m em ber of 
tbe D em ocratic N ational Committee. In 
1881 he was m ade president of the Ala­ 
bam a State 
railroad 
commission, and 
served in th at position four years.

Alexandria. 


SIX T E E N T H PA TER. 
On the arrival of the arm y at Grand 
Ecore tnev im m ediately began building 
fortifications. 
A 
pontoon 
bridge 
was 
throw n across the river, and two batteries. 
two brigaded of infantry and a brigade of 
cavalry crossed over and m arched up on 
the other side of Hie river to Hie relief of 
the gunboats and transports under com 
inand of Adm iral Porter, which had left 
Grand Ecore on tho 7th to m ake their 
way up Hie rivers to S hreveport 
They had 
reached as far as Springfield Landing when 
they were brought to a stop by the rebels 
sinking a very large steam er, the New 
Falls City, l ight across the river, her ends 
resting on each hank and her hull, broken 
in the middle, resting on Hie bottom. This 
was a serious obstruction 
to the navy, 
which would take some tim e to remove. 
The river was still falling, and in the mean 
tim e the following dispatch was received 
by General Banks: 
Should you find th a t tho taking of Shreve­ 
port will occupy ten or fifteen days mo’e 
tim e 
than G eneral 
.Sherman g iv e 
his 
troops to he absent from their command 
you will send them back a t the tim e speci­ 
fied (forty days), even if it should lead to 
Hie abandonment, ut Hie expedition. 
(Signed) 
U. S. G rant. 
As tho navy had already delayed us so 
long, orders were therefore sent to the army 
which was protecting the gunboats to re 
turn to Grand Ecore. 
It would tie difficult to describe the re­ 
turn pas-age of the fleet through this n ar­ 
row and snaggy river. As long our an army 
could advance trium phally it was not so 
had, but they had every reason to suppose 
that this return would be interrupted in 
every way and at every point 
bv Hie 
enem y’s land forces, and they were not dis­ 
appointed. They com m ence ■ on them iron) 
high Hanks at a pla. e called Coushatta, and 
kept up a tiro of m usketry w henever an op­ 
portunity was offered them . 
By a proper 
distribution of tho gunboats they ha ! no 
trouble in driving them away, though

As 
tile boats proceeded down the river they in­ 
creased in nuuii ors, and as Hie boats only 
niade thirty m iles a day they comd c r ss 
from point to point and he ready to meet 
them on the.r arrival below.

Un the evening of the 12th instant the 
boats were atta feed from the right hank of 
the river l*y a detachm ent of men of quite 
another character. They were a part of the 
arm y which two or three days previous had 
gained sin cess over our arm y, and flushed 
with victory or under the excitem ent o* 
liquors, they appeared suddenly upon the 
right bank and learlessly opened fire on tho 
Usage, Lieuieiiant-i om m ander T. C. Self­ 
ridge (irou-cJad , she being hard aground 
at the tim e, w ith a transport (the b:a' k 
Hawk) alongside of her tow ing lier off. I lie 
rebels opened with 2000 m uskets and soon 
drove every one out of the Black Hawk 
to Hie safe casem ents ot the monitor.

nately was enabled to puli up to hero again, 
keening close under the bauk while the

la m told that their hooliugs and actions 
bailie description. 
Force after force seemed to be brought up 
to the edge of the tan k where they con­ 
fronted Hie guns of the iron vessel, only to 
be cut down by grape-shot aud canister. 
in the m eantim e Lieutenant Bache ha 
reached Ii in 
vessel and

distance between him and the Usage, lie 
opened a cross-tire on the infuriated reeds, 
who fought with such desperation and 
courage against certain destruction th at 
could only bo accounted lor in one way, 
’ Louisiana ruin,” 
I his altair lasted nearly two hours before 
the rebels lieu. They brought up two pieces 
oi artillery, one of which was quickly 
knocked over by the L exington’s guns. the 
other th«y m anaged to carry off. H ie cross­ 
fire of the Lexington finally decided this 
curious affair of a fight between iuiantry 
and gunboats. 
The rebels were mowed 
down by his canister, and finally retreated 
in as great haste as they had come to the 
attack, leaving tim space ot a m ile covered 
witii the cead aud wounded, m uskets and 
knapsa ks. General Green was in com m and 
of tiiese lories and was killed. 
N'lgiilcom- 
ing on, the fleet w as troubled no more w ith 
gueiilla fighting. The next morning. 13th 
in st, the fleet arrived a t Compte, aux m iles 
from Grand Ecore Hie tleet all got aground. 
and here was another delay. 
The troops 
which General Banks had sent up on the 
other side of the river arrived at tiffs tune, 
and with pulling and hauling the Meet 
floated to Gra.ul Ecore under the escort of 
the N ineteenth Army Corps. The fleet was 
still i i i a Lad predicam ent: there was no 
rise in the river. 
The gunboat Eastport, 
after getting over tim bar at Grand Ecore, 
sank eight miles below 
The great trouble with the fleet was a 
lack 
of pilots who understood the Red 
river, as the vessels were constantly ru n ­ 
ning aground. Colonel Bailey offered to 
construct dam s and float them down to 
Alexandria. As the navy was an independ­ 
ent auxiliary they did not wish any assist­ 
ance from the arm y rn navigation, so his 
services were declined. 
B ut they were

The transports followed, a gunboat bring­ 
ing up tim rear, towing a flatboat on whicii 
were all of the E astport’* guns. 
Un tim first dav 
the E astport made 
tw enty miles down the river,but a t (I o'clock 
in the evening she grounded from not be­ 
ing in the chunnel, and the first of our dif­ 
ficulties commenced in getting lier over tho 
bars ana other obstructions which aoouud 
in tiffs river. 
She had grounded eight 
tim es badly, and each tim e under circum 
stances w here it w as very doubtful if she 
would coom off. The men w'orkea with 
alm ost superhum an efforts to (-ave the 
Eastport, sleeping apparently neither night 
or d ay. Un the sixth day everything looked 
hopeful. 
Sixty m iles bad already been 
m a * , 
w hen 
bang.

her. but it was nu u se ; they only succeeded 
in getting lier in a worse position. At th 
same tim e a gang of guerillas made appear­ 
ance on the right > auk and opened tire. 
The vessel was lying tied to the bank- They 
m ade a rush to board the Ort-feet. They 
were driven off, and Hie Cricket droop©*! 
out into the stream and opem d on them 
with grace aud canister, aud w ith a heavy 
cross-fire Loin the other vessels they were 
driven oft. 
’Hie E astport was in a position right 
across the channel with a ben of lugs under 
her. From th at position no hum an power 
could move her. lf she had been destroyed 
a t Gland i c*ire it would Lave saved the 
loss of a great many lives. The fleet would 
have kept along with the army and would 
have tiad no troll tile with guerillas. 
Six 
days and nights Pad already been used up 
in trying to save ber, but to no purpose, 
aud at last the order was given to destroy 
her. Uue ton ot powder was placed in her 
in various positions, she w as lilied w ith such 
com bustibles as they could procure, and at 
45 m inutes past I ti. in.. April 20 the E ast 
port was blown up. LieutenanHCom m ander 
Phelps applying the m atch and being the 
last one to lea e the vessel. 
He ba * barely 
tim e to reach the boat when the Eastport 
blew up. covering the boat with fragm ents 
of wood. 
Seven different explosions lol- 
lowed. aud then the flames burst forth in 
every dire* tion. The vessel was completely 
destroyed us i erfect a wreck as ever w as 
made by powder. All stores, et-.. w< re re­ 
moved and such parts of tho m achinery as 
could be m ade availa Ie by til ■ rebels 
There was nothing out Hie iron plates left 
DchinO. w hid) finally tell ins de the bull. 
The Eastport w s blown up and they pro 
cecded down the river. They were not 
molested until they bad gone apout twenty 
miles, at a point a ove C ane river. 
When 
rounding the point, the vessels in close 
oroer and ready for action, they descried a 
party of I <e enem y, wit!) aru i cry, on the 
right Lank, and they im tne la te ly opened 
tire with their bow' guns. The enem y im m e­ 
diately returned it with a large num ber of 
canuon. nine p eres in all, everv snot of 
w hich struck tiffs vessel. The captain. H. 
H. G ariingc, gave orders to slob the en­ 
gines, tor the put pose of lighting tho battery 
and covering the boats astern. 
Admiral P orter corrected this m istake 
fs*-<iyOt headw ay on the vessel again, but

Si enough to avoid the pelting^ho wer 


through them , clearing all our decks iii 
moment. 
Finding the guns not 
firing 
rapidly the adm iral stepped on the gun- 
d- ck to see wnat was the m atter. As be 
stepped down, the after gun was struck 
with a shell <nd disabled and every m an at 
tho gun killed and w ounded. At the same 
m om ent the crew from the forw ard gun 
were swept away bv a spell exploding and 
the men were wounded in the fire-room. 
leaving only one m an to fire up. 
Tile adm iral made up a crew from the 
contrabands, who fought the gun to the 
last m om ent. Finding that the engine did 
not move, he went into the engine-room 
and found the engineer Killed, whose place 
was soon supplied by un assistant, 
lie 
then w ent to tho pilot-house, and found 
th at a shot had 
gone 
through It arid 
wounded one of the pilots; ho took charge 
of the vessel, and as the battery was a very 
heavy one, he determ ined to pass it, which 
was done. 
I hey let us drift down around 
the point and shelled the enem y’* batteries 
in the rear. This enabled th e Ju liet aud 
pum p-boat Champion, lashed together, to 
escape from under the l ank. 
The adm iral started down a few miles 
below where he had ordered the ironclads 
to be ready to moet him in a * ase of em er­ 
gency. He ran ashore a short tim e alter 
parsing the batteries and had to rem ain 
there three or tour hour* It was after dark 
when he reached the ironclads, where he 
found thO U sagelvingoppositeaiield-fiatterv 
of the enemy, which they had been shelling 
through the day. 
As the firing had ceased 
above hopes wore entertained th a t the 
Hindm an had silenced Hie batteries. 
In 
five m inutes the Cricket was struck tbirtv- 
eight tim es witii shot and shell, w ith a loss 
ot twenty-rive men killed and w ounded: 
the Ju liet with fifieen killed and w ounded; 
the 
H indm an 
lost 
three 
killed, five 
wounded. Tho tiring of th e .gunboats was 
so heavy thai the rebels w ithdrew , w’hen 
the be t continued on its way te Alexandra, 
and w as safe once more under the protec­ 
tion of the arm y.

Thrilling Experience of Sig­ 
nal Service Observers. 


Daigertos Moaths Passed Amid the Dreary 


Wastes of Ice aid Snow. 


Cut Off From the Outside World— 
Lively Adventures. 


[James H. Smith in Youth’s Companion.]( 
W hen the U nited States sigual service— 
which most people call the w eather bureau, 
although there is no w arrant lor so doing— 
was first established in November. 1870, it 
was a very sm all affair, aud even so late as 
187a it had not grown to very large propor­ 
tions. In the sum m er of th a t year it was 
determ ined to establish stations on the 
sum m its of one or more of the peaks of the 
Rocky m ountains, and P ike’s Peak was 
-selected for tho initial site. 
The first step was to look at the ground, 
and in July two observers of th e signal ser­ 
vice were sent from W ashington to Col­ 
orado Spring* 
Mr. George Upehmer, now 
of the Sm ithsonian Institute, was one, and 
I was the other. 
The doily routine of observation in the 
signal service at th a t tim e included seven 
observations of 
the Instrum ents; three 
taken on W ashington tim e, 7.35 a. rn.. 4.35 
p. rn. and l i p . in., three a t 7 a. rn., 2 p. rn. 
and 9 p. rn., local time, and one at 12 rn., 
Washington time. On account of the dif­ 
ference oi t ine between W ashington and 
P ike’s Peak. the first observation bad to be 
taken at about 5.40 a. in., and the last, at 
9.06 p. in. hi addition to the observations. 
there was. of course, the usual am ount of 
office work, but not inure than enough to 
keen one man steadily employed. 
The telegrapn line was. however, our 
greatest trouble. 
Tiffs line extended from Colorado Springs 
to tho sum m it, and followed the trail to 
tim ber line, and then m ade a bee line for 
the peak. This line. erected by private con­ 
tra* t, was of thin and inferior wire, and 
very poorly constructed. Trees were used 
for supports for lh* greatest part of the 
route, and they were continually falling 
down. Above tim ber line, tho wire, being 
exposed to tile air, would become encrusted 
with frost until it was fully six indies in 
diam eter. 
W hen the wind blew strongly, which was 
nearly an everyday occurrence, the wire 
would sway backward and forw ard until it 
snapped. 
The only way to obviate these 
breaks was to thoroughly insulate the wire 
ami lay it on the ground. 
W heu the line broke some one had to go 
oat and repair it. and the task generally 
tell to me. 
it was not only disagreeable, 
but dangerous. 
The most disagreeatde 
portion of our life was, of course, the 
monotony. No wwrds can describe the lone­ 
liness oi such a life; w ith tho exception of 
ourselves, there was not a living thing in 
sight. 
Of plant life, even in sum m er, 
tiiere was none, not a shrub or a speck of 
moss. aud in the w inter when the entire 
m ountain range was covered with snow, tbe 
siene was desolation itself. 
We were so entirely cut off from the outer 
world, that we could not help, at limes, be­ 
ing oppressed with 
gloomy foreboding. 
W hat would fthappen, for instance, wh it 
would be our fate if tbe roof should be 
blown off in a terrible snow and wind storm , 
particularly at night? 
W inter set in w ith the utm ost rigor about 
the first of November, although even the 
sum m er of the peak would have been called 
w inter in other localities. 
Snow storm s 
were of alm ost daily occurrence and the 
tem perature fell steadily. By the tenth of 
November the therm om eter touched zero, 
aud from th a t tim e it was intensely cold. 
The wind began to blow w ith great velocity 
—fifty, sixty and seventy m iles an hour. 
The cold and the snow were not so m uch to 
be dreaded had it not been for the wind. 
W hen it was calm and clear, no m atter how 
cold, ive thought nothing of taking a stroll 
in our shirt sleeves; but when the wind 
blew we could not p u to n enough wraps to 
keep out Hie cold. 
Christm as week was very storm y, but we 
m anaged to celebrate the holidays by gorg­ 
ing ourselves rather more than usual. Un 
New Year’s day there set in a storm of 
seven days’ duration, and on tbe sixth dav 
the telegraph line broke som ew here—where 
we had no moans of judging. 
After break­ 
fast I started out to find the break aud re­ 
pair it. 
I was equipped with a Ret of telegraph re­ 
pair tools, and carried about tw enty feet of 
wire coiled over my shoulders, 
It was 
about ton degrees below zero wheu I 
started, a light snow falling, and a brisk 
wind of tw enty miles an hour blowing from 
the west, which was at my back. 
My route was along tbe telegraph line or 
on the trail, keeping Hie line in sight, and 
I w alked along very com fortably for about 
a m ile until I tound a break. This I repaired 
by setting in about ten feet of wire, und I 
was about to return, when it struck me 
that, as it wasonly about IO o’clock, I m ight 
as well continue on as far as tim ber line to 
see if there was another break. 
Sure enough, near tim ber line I found a 
place where the wire bad broken, and 
slipped back on tbe insulators. I put on the 
pulleys, but could not bring the end* to­ 
gether. even after being spliced with the 
ten feet of wire I had w ith me. It lacked 
about six feet of meeting. 
In this dilem m a I Bat dowD on a flat rock 
and m editated. I was about three m iles 
from the sum m it, and about an equal dis­ 
tance from Hie lake cabin below. There 
w ere coils of wire a t both places. 
Should I 
return to the sum m it aud sta rt out again 
next m orning, or go down to the cabin, 
bring up a piece of wire aud try to m ake 
the sum m it th a t night? 
I soon decided on tbe latter course, and I 
started at once for tbe lake, leaving the re­ 
pair tools ou the ground by tho oreak. 
I had hardly gone half a m ile before I en­ 
countered a serious obstacle. Before enter­ 
ing tbe forest below tim ber line the trail 
curved along the si ie of a very steep peak, 
and it was now com pletely covered with 
snow. 
There was nothing before m e but to cross 
somehow this smooth and slippery plain, 
inclined at an angle of sixty-five degrees, 
w heie a mis-step m eant a shooting down 
into the valley half a m ile below with 
either death or fractured lim bs as the pen­ 
alty. 
Had I been wise, or know n w hat was be- 
fore me. I would have turned back, but I 
did not. and I wonted m yself across tho field 
of snow by a novel, but laborious device. I 
sat down as you would oil a steep roof, dug 
my heels into the snow until I secured a 
firm foothold, and then moved my body 
sideways about two feet. Then another 
foothold, aud another two-foot advance, 
until I had traversed a quarter-m ile. 
By this tim e it was past noon, and the 
trail through the fore I was so choked ap 
with snow aud fallen tim ber th a t it was 2 
o’clock before I reached the cabin. It tooK 
nearly half an hour to find the wire, and by 
th a t tim e I began to realize th at it was too 
late to return to the sum m it. It would be 
dark at 4 o’clock, and I could not possibly 
Sake the trip in less lhan five or six hours. 
ad I not better stay at the cabin, and start 
up early in the m orning? 
After deciding on this course. I began to 
m ake preparations for the night, by bring­ 
ing in a huge pile of fuel. The cabin wa* of 
logs, one room only. w ith one door, one 
wiudow and the earth for a floor; In the 
centre of th e room was a square sheet iron 
stove w ith tho stove pipe stuck through the 
roof for a chim ney, and th at was every nit 
of furniture in the cabin. 
There was quite 
a lot of straw on the floor left by some of 
the line men, an I that was to be my bed; 
but of food there was not a scrap. 
W hen I realized that, I began to feel 
very m uch discouraged over the prospect 
No dinner, no supper, and to start up the 
next m orning to clim b tHe m ountain with 
no breakfast! However, there was abso­ 
lutely no help for it, so I built a roaring 
tiro in the store, a (pi a t about six o’clock 
laid down on the straw and went to sleep. 
I am certain th at in all my life I never 
passed such an uncom fortable night, In 
tbe first place, I was very hungry, and that 
m ade m e restless 
Then tbe lire, being of 
light wood, kept dying out, aud I had to 
get up about ten tim es to replenish i t 
About m iduight the wind began to blow a 
gale.and tile tem perature decreased notice­ 
ably. 
At:) o’clock I arose in desperation, 
aud sat down in front ot the stove to w ait 
for the dawn 
It cam e a l last, as all things will, and at 
about 5 a. rn. I started on tbe trip up tbe 
m ountain, cold, hungry and w ith aching 
bones, altogether in very poor condition to 
endure m uch fatigue. 
A light snow bad 
fallen during the night, and a brisk wind 
was blowing as I started; but once in tbe 
thick woods these annoyances disappeared, 
and I got on very well, w ith frequent rests, 
until I reached tim ber line. 
There was no other way but to work my 
way across the snow bank the same h* be­ 
fore, and when I reached the other side I 
was so com pletely exhausted th at I laid on 
the rocky ground for fully tureen m inutes 
before I recovered sufficiently to pro sod. 
However. I said to myself, I have now 
passed the worst, ana the roin&miug three 
miles are easy. 
, , 
, 
Alas. as I rounded the brow of the moun­ 
tain and began to move northw ard. I en­ 
countered a pale of such fury th a t it nearly 
took me off my feet 
There was also a m arked decrease of tem ­ 
perature, and for tbe first and only tim e in 
my life. I experienced tbe sensation known 
as ping "chilled to the bone.” It was not 
w ithout cause, us I afterw ards discovered 
th at the tem perature wa* 38® below zero. 
It was im possible to fun" the gale, in an 
instant in t eyelidsw ereglue.i together, aud 
niv lace raw Horn contact with the ice and 
snow spicule w ith which the air w a. filled. 
I was obliged to “tack.” First down the 
m ountain side and then up. Presently I 
cam e to (fed break ta th* wires and re­ 


paired it, but in doing so I was obliged to 
remove ray thick lam b’s wool gloves, and 
when I replaced, them I was painfully con­ 
scious that both bands were frozen. Then 
I started answ for the peak. After av ile I 
began to notice th at I was continually 
wandering from the path, and staggering 
like a drunken m in. Then there cam e idle 
aud foolish laude* in my head, and I 
talked to myself, and once or twice c night 
myself laughing. It was delirium , brought 
on from fatigue, and I bad just sense 
enough to crouch down in shelter of an 
overhanging rock and rest. 
it was a full hour before I fully recovered 
my senses, if not my strength, and then I 
m ade up my m ind th at I would m ake a bee 
line for the catlin used by t lie wood-cltop- 
oers. 
The wood choppers had 
left, but 
there m ight fie a scrap of som ething to eat, 
some wood to make a file, some shelter 
from the piercing wind. The ( shin was a 
half-nffle ort the trail, and I was not long in 
reaching it, only to find a part of the roof 
fallen 
in 
and 
the cabin half lull of 
snow. 
It 
was 
only 
two 
miles 
from 
the sum m it, and the hour was I p. rn., 
but I was getting w eaker and weaker, and 
now could not walk tw enty steps w ithout 
stopping to rest. 
It, looked like a hopeless 
case, yet, somehow’, tho prospect did not at 
all dismay mc. 
There t am e tom e. as I 
fancy there m ust to all persons, in my con­ 
dition. an utter weariness and an inclina­ 
tion to lie down. The (dem ents seemed de­ 
term ined to kill m e; the od s were alt on 
tticir side, and w h t was the use of con­ 
tinuing toe unequal struggle? 
Yet even while I \v»< arguing to m yself 
th at life was not worth fighting for, I stag­ 
gered o n -o n until the sum m it loomed tip 
before me. Here the trail was v ery stoat’. 
and I w ent up literally on all fours, and just 
as tho sun wras setting a t 4 o’clock I cam e 
in sight of tile station- 
I had been eleven 
Louis com ing five miles. I staggered to Hie 
door, raising my hand to push it open. and 
then exhausted nature gave out and I fell 
into tile room at full length iii a swoon. 
I did not lose my lingers, out my sphere 
of usefulness was not over there, aud in a 
short tim e I bade farewell to the peak, car­ 
rying with me as a souvenir my frozen 
hand in a sling for more than a year, the 
fingers of which tingle even now with each 
recurring winter.

The Eighth Demonstrative 
Lesson. 


Oyster Soap, Fillet if Beef with Mush- 


ru m Sauce Fum ettes. 


01d-Fa»hioned Pancakes or Fried 
Muffins and Newport Padding. 


The eighth dem onstrative lesson in Miss 
M aynard’s second course a t the boston 
Cooking School, yesterday m orning, drew 
out a large attendance, in spite of the 
blustering March weather. 
T he dishes prepared and explained were 
oyster soup. fillet of beef, m ushroom sauce, 
boulettes, fried muffins and Newport pud* 
ding. 
Tbe lesson began w ith the 
N e w p o rt P udding. 
•P a re and core 6 apples, steam until tender. 
Pour over a syrup made by boiling Va cup sugar, 
L* cup water and juice of I orange together for 
live minutes; cool. Fill tliecores with Jam. Pour 
over a custard (made by beating the yolks of S eggs 
well, adding fyo cup sugar and I saltspoon salt; 
pour on slowly I pint hot milk; cook until it 
thickens; add I teaspoon vanilla and 0 maca­ 
roons. powdered flue). Cover with a meringue 
made by beating the whites of 3 eggs stiff, add 3 
tablespoons powdered sugar. Brown In tho oven. 
serve cold. 
- T he apples were cored by a new corer 
■which Miss M aynard recom m ended warm ­ 
ly. The little knife circle at the end of the 
corer was larger th an is usual in these ma­ 
chines, and so could be pushed straight 
through the apDles w ithout splitting them . 
If apples are to be eaten entire, as in the 
rro seu t case, alw ays pare before steam ing. 
B ut if they are to be m ashed and silted tor 
use In the pudding, then steam or stew un- 
pared, as the flavor is obtained from th at 
portion of tbe apple lying next the skin. 
The custard used in the above is sw eeter 
th an ordinary, because it is about alt the 
sugar which th e apples get. Strain, add 
tile m ad arons aud vanilla flavoring and 
our over the apples. Cut the sugar into the 
eaten whites, spread over the pudding,etc. 
This pudding should be served ice cold. 
B o u lettes. 
One pint hot mashed potato, aad I table­ 
spoonful chopped parsley, a few drops onion 
iulce, I teaspoonful salt, a speck of cayenne, 
tablespoonful of 
butter, 12 
tablespoonfuls 
cream, and voiles of 2 eggs. When cold form 
Into bullets, roll in crumbs, egg and crumbs and 
fry In hot fat. 
In cutting the onion to get the juice do 
not out through the centre, but take a little 
slice from one side. 
This gives a firm 
handle by which to hold the onion, and it 
will not break, m oreover, when squeezed 
against the 
grater while extracting the 
juice. Only a lew drops are needed. 
Care should be taken in cooking the pota­ 
toes to have them just done, not hard nor 
too moist. If they are quite dry it Mill 
need perhaps only one yolk of the ogg to 
bind it together. 
Mix all the ingredients together and let 
th e m ixture cool. Make up Into little bul­ 
lets about as large as an E nglish w alnut by 
rolling in tbe bands. 
They can also be m ade into other shapes, 
as can croquettes. A little bal I w itll a d int on 
each side m ade by the end of the finger is 
fried, and afterw ards a clove is added at 
th e 
blossom 
end 
and 
an apple stem 
a t 
the 
other 
end, 
to m ake 
a 
crab 
apple. A pear m ay also be shaped and a 
stem and clove added. Cylinder or the 
ordinary croquette shape m ay be used, and 
one who is clever in m odelling will perhaps 
like to shape a little chicken from the soft 
potato. W ith two cloves added for eyes 
after frying a very realistic chicken may be 
produced. These m ay be prepared some 
tim e before they are to be used if it is de­ 
sirable to do so, as if neeaed for lunch they 
m ay bo done id the m orning, etc. Roll tbe 
boulettes in fine bread crumbs, which 
should always be used for fried articles, as 
they brown m uch better than 
cracker 
crumbs. Be sure to have crum bs used for 
these things very fine, else a rough surface 
will be given. Dip in beaten egg and crum b 
again, bee th a t the egg covers every bit of 
the surface to be fried. 
Have the fat very hot (so th at it will 
brown tread w hile one counts forty at a 
m oderate rate of speed). If the fat is not 
hot enough the croquettes or boulettes will 
crack, som etim es very seriously. Fry in a 
basket, oi course, as in the case of cro­ 
quettes. etc. W hen done set in oven to 
keep hot till served or all cooked. 
If these boulettes are served w ith roast 
beef, or any m eat where there is little or no 
gravy, they m ay be piled around tb e m eat 
on the sam e platter, mixed with sprigs of 
parsley. 
W hen there is mucli gravy, or a 
sauce as above, pile up in another dish and 
garnish w ith parsley. 
F ille t o f B e e f. 
Wipe and remove the fat and tough part. Turn 
Into shape. Lard the upper tide. Dredge with 
salt, pepper and flour. Bake in a hot oven twenty 
or thirty minutes. 
The fillet is tho short or rum p fillet, 
which is a little sm aller than the other, aud 
costs only thirty-five cents a pound. It is 
ju st as good as the “long” fillet, which costs 
J I a pound. One of the short tille r will 
weigh about three pounds, and will be 
enough for nine people, 
lf a larger quan­ 
tity is desired take two fillets and skew er 
them together, th e carver to cut from the 
tw o ends. 
The principal thing in cooking a fillet is 
to prepare it for the oven properly by re­ 
m oving tbe Int and the tough p a rt To do 
this cut out the tendons, which m ay be 
readily found and trim all into good shape. 
This will m ake seam s or cuts in the fillet. 
and if put into the oven rn this shape it 
would fall apart in tbe cooking. 
So the 
fillet is larded with thin strips of pork cut 
(rom the solid part of the clear fat m eat, 
above the vein which begins the lean meat. 
This is one of the easiest things to lard, as 
there is no tough skin. as on turkey, etc., to 
ratch the pork and pull it from tho middle. 
It is a good plan to have the pork just from 
tn e ice. so th a t it is very cold indeed. P ut 
in tbe strips of larding along tb e seam s 
m ade in getting the fillet into shape. 
Heasen with salt and pepper, sprinkled 
over aud dredge with dour. P ut into a 
sm all pan, not on a trivet or rack, and lay a 
few bits of pork around it to i asta with. 
Cook half an hour or less. W hen done it 
6h9uld be rare, pour over. 
U u ik ru o m Stance. 
Cook 2 tablerpoonfuls butter and 2 of onions 
together for 6 minutes, add 2 tablespoonfuls 
flour, pour on slowly I pint hot brown stock, add 
Va teaspoonful salt. Va saltspoonful pepper, and I 
can mush rooms; simmer 6 minutes. 
If you have no stock on hand, use w ater 
for the sauce, browning the bour and butter 
together to give it color. The sauce will 
bot be so rich as when stock is used, of 
course, but will answ er very well indeed 
If fresh mushroom s are used, break them 
into the sauce and cook a little longer, 
about ten m inutes. 
F ried Muffins. 
One egg, Va cup sugar, 
cup milk, I teaspoon 
haKiui; powder, I salitpoon sail, flour to make a 
stiff batler. Mix salt aud baking powder with a 
little flour. Beat the egg, add the sugar and beat 
again. Add the milk aud flour to make a stiff 
batter. Broo from the spoon Into hot rat. 
These are the old-fashioned 
pancakes 
which our grandfathers used to eat w ith 
cider. They seem to need some acid with 
them , say jelly or s 'm e sharp sauce. 
in frying the n the fat should not be so 
hot as in the case of croquettes, which are 
cooked already 
and 
need 
only to be 
bi o a ned. 
Have the fat about hot enough to brown 
a bit of bread while one is counting si ty. 
Take up a spooniul of the m ixture and 
scrape the bottom w ith a knife held in tbe 
right hand so none of tile m ixture will fall 
into the k ettle: then scrape out the spoon­ 
ful into tbe not fat. T ake i are not to have 
too large a spoonful, as they swell a good 
deal in tbe cooking. Test by sticking in a 
folk. Serve hot and plain, or w ith sauce, 
as indicated above. Very nice for break­ 
fast. 
O y ster Soup. 
One quart oysters, I pint white stock. I quart 
cream, 2 tablespoonfuls butter. 6 tablespoonfuls 
flour, I small slice onion, I stalk celery, I sprig 
parsley, a speck of Cayenne, Ca saltspoon pepper, 
and about 3 tablespoonfuls salt. Cook tbe oysters 
aud stock together with the seasoning Va hour. 
Strain, pressing out all tbe liquid. Melt the flut­ 
ter, add the flour—pour on slowly the hot cream, 
add the oyster liquor,and more seasoning lf neces­ 
sary. 
Use cold w ater if you have no w hite 
stock on hand, and let th e oysters cook 
slowly. Strain off the oyster liquor aud 
press w ith a vegetable m asher, to extract 
all the juice and flavor. Some cooks chop 
them fine and sift them into the soup, but 
they are tasteless and add nothing to the 
flavor. 
* 
For th e rest follow recipe closely. 
This is an unusually nice soup, thick, 
white, cream y, and of a m ost delicious 
flavor. Any housekeeper who once tries it 
will set it dowu im m ediately am ong favor­ 
ite dishes. 
The dishes to be m ade at the next lesson, 
W ednesday m orning, .March HO, are veal 
cutlets with brown 
gravy, potatoes au 
gratin, lobster cutlets and "JLalla B ooth.” 
This last dish has lath er a cannibalistic 
sound, but it is m erely the fanciful and not 
altogether appropriate nam e given to a 
dainty dessert dish, which is very popular 
in W ashington.

Ferry was K iz’—I had alm ost w ritten 
our lover. Kiz and I have alm ost every­ 
thing in common, and I was proud th at 
am ong our few possessions we could num ­ 
ber a lover; we were otherw ise so lonely 
and forlorn. 
Kiz m ight have innum erable 
lovers, one would think to look at her. she 
is so pretty in a Greuze-shepherdess style, 
w ith dim ples and pouts and genera! be­ 
w itchingness; but she wanted no other 
than Ferry. Indeed, before she saw film 
she had declared her finn determ ination 
never to “give her m ind” to lovers; m ore 
was “no room for such tilings in a life de­ 
voted to a rt.” it took Ferry just one ween. 
a sum m er week in Poppleton, with tw ilights 
and moonlights and long afternoon rows on 
the river, to put that idea out of K iz’ head.

Around her little baked apple of a lace a 
profusion of auburn ringlets flatter coquet­ 
tishly. 
I drew a long breath of relief. Anything 
is better than the landlord’s bill; but she 
does not look to me like a prom ising cus­ 
tomer, and I do not leave my clover. Kiz, 
however, has a penchant for old ladies. 
She was brought up by her grandm other, 
and sees a likeness to her that brings tears 
to her eyes in half the old ladies she meets.

I do not wish to discourage Kiz, but it 
seems to me th a t she has no realizing 
sense of Hie appalling difficulties of her 
undertaking. 
The sittings have begun; they are pro­ 
gressing. how favorably I do not know, for 
Kiz will allow no one to glance at ber can­ 
v a s hut certainly cheerfully. Tne artist 
and her subject—who, we have lieon told, is 
Miss Claussa McGlenen. with an aggressive 
accent on tho Miss—are becoming excellent 
friends. Tbe old lady invites Kiz to visit 
her at her hotel, takes her to drive, and 
m akes as much of a pet of hor as Kiz will 
allow. Kiz professes herself delighted w ith 
her work. She has never done anything 
which she enjoyed so much. I am utterly 
at a loss to account for this, until, one day, 
she confides to me that "Miss McGlenen s 
nose is just like P erry’s.” 
I cherished painful doubts concerning 
Pom ona’s beauty before: they are increased 
ten-fob I now. If Kl/, m eans to bestow upon 
the goddess Miss MoGlenen’s unabbrevi­ 
ated nose, blinded to its disadvantage to 
use a m ild term -b y a real or fancied re­ 
sem blance to P errv’s nose, then farewell to 
all hope ot an artistic career for ber! She 
will be a laughing-stock. 
I long to suggest th at it would not be a 
bad idea to curtail it of its fair proportions

the emotions she is cherishing, th a t it is 
“good tor her” to talk about him. 
"H er 
hair, too, is like P erry’s.” 
K iz’ voice is 
tim id and subdued, and shows a yearning 
for sym pathy, 
To w hat a pass does love bring frail hu­ 
m anity. The floating ringlets w ith which the 
hair dresser's art bas adorned Miss Mc­ 
Glenen. in tho place of those of which en­ 
vious tim e has robbed her, are of loveliest 
p ale auburn. P erry’s hair is carrotty! 
"Of course I shall have to snip the nose off 
a little here and there,” Kiz goes on in a 
m atter-of-fact tone. 
She is pot, then, re­ 
duced to hopeless im becility. "A nose th at 
is fine, and strong, and intellectual on a 
man m ight not be exactly becoming to a 
goddess!" she adm its with an air of great 
candor. “But the hair I am m aking more 
like the hue that T itian loved to paint than 
Miss M cGlenen's—I am m aking it like 
Perry’s:” 
I tairly gasp for breath. I choke down 
tbe wild curiosity th a t im pels me to inquire 
how Pom ona looks so far. A vision of Miss 
McGlenen. bedecked w ith vine leaves and 
looking recklessly bacchanalian, w ith lu r 
nose irregularly snipped, and her curls 
carrotty flits before my eves! F ar better 
would it have been. I think, for Kiz to have 
painted a glorified hettletop baby th an so 
degraded a goddess! But she will have 
none of my rebuke, and at the first signs of 
it clothes herself with a defiant reserve and 
talks no more either of Pom ona or of Perry. 
lf Kiz’ fairy god m other is m ad, as we at 
first thought she m ust be. thoro is certainly 
m ethod in her madness- 
She is a shrew d 
little person, in spite of her extraordinary 
ideas on some points, and she knows her 
world thoroughly. 
She Is full of sage 
m axim s for getting on in tho world, and 
Kiz listens to them as sweetly and atten ­ 
tively as if she m eant ro profit by them , 
which I know she doesn’t. 
Tne fairy god­ 
m other also draw s us o u t W e find our­ 
selves telling her 
all 
our 
hopes and 
fears, 
our 
aspirations 
and disappoiut- 
m ents, w ithout 
the least intending i t 
About everything hut Perry Kiz tauts to 
her; even iu her fullest confidences I know 
she never m entions bis name. One reason 
for this may be th a t the godm other regards 
love affairs w ith sternest disapproval as 
hindrances in the way of an artistic career; 
the hand m aidens of art should scorn such 
imbecilities. 
She would never take her 
Cinderella to m eet the Prince, but she does 
w hat to my m ind is m uch better; she 
sends pupils and purchasers to us both. 
Although 
she 
had. 
as 
she 
tells 
us. cut herself aloof from her relatives, she 
has a large circle of friends and acquaint­ 
ances; and she seems to have some influ­ 
ence am ong them . And under the exhilar­ 
ating influence of success Kiz and I do 
better work than we have ever done be­ 
fore. We cease to m ourn over the Settle- 
ton baby, or rath er we regard him as a 
special Providence, since but for her, tbe 
fairy godm other m ight never have come in 
our way. 
K iz 
buys herself an aston­ 
ishing nullifier of pairs of dainty boots. 
and 
a 
bat 
w ith 
an 
extravagant 
but 
extrem ely 
becoming 
feather, 
the 
effect of which she surveys in the glass, 
and then dances a delightful pas soul about 
the room. Kiz does love pretty clothes, 
but she ends by plum ping herself suddenly 
down UDon the hard little horse-hair Bola - 
not the least bitter attendant upon poverty 
is horse-hair—and bursting into tears. T iiat 
is a little tribute to Perry’s memory. I 
know. bu t I harden my heart and let her 
tears fall unheeded. Godm other Pom ona’s 
m axim s have sunk deep into my soul, and 
I begin to believe th a t fam e will be better 
for Kiz than Perry and his poverty. But I 
know well that site will never think sa 
I read the newspaper. 
Kiz devotes her 
brief leisure to a novel. 
So it happens tb at 
it is I. alone, who see this bit of th a t in the 
Evening Times. "In a skirm ish with the 
Indiana at l.oue Tree Gulch, the special 
artist o f 
’s weekly. Perry Brown, was 
dangerously wounded.” 
Of course m y first im pulse is to cry out. 
b u t I stifle it; my next is to show the paper 
to Kiz, but the conviction fo r es itself upou 
me th a t if I do she will be, w ithin an hour’s 
tim e, on her way to Lone Tree Gulch. None 
of the godm other’s wise m axim s, no sense 
of the Im propriety of tbe proceeding will 
daunt lier. If sue itoes not know — ? Perry 
has passed out of her life, is he not passing 
out of her thoughts?

tively iinppy. So I deliberate and am lost ; 
I tear off a portion of the newspaper which 
contains th at item and throw it upon the 
glowing coals of the grate.

ami I calm ly warm my hands by tbe blazo;

20, 1870, w hen Pope Pius secluded him self 
as a voluntary prisoner. 
W hen the present pontiff ascended the 
papa1 chair tho kulturkam pf in G erm any 
was at its height. 
Bishops were forced to 
go into exile, priests forbidden to teach in 
any public school, orders driven from the 
country; in a wold the Catholic church 
was put under innum erable restraints. See 
w hat is now the position of Germ any to tile 
church. 
Eighteen m onths ago tho Pope 
was selected as m ediator between Germ any 
arid Spain in the trouble of tho Caroline 
Islands. Only a few weeks ago the Pope 
brought all the authority at his com m and 
to bear on the Germ an Catholics th a t they 
■might suport the political ideas and plans 
of 
Prince Bismarck. 
The kulturkam pf 
is practically over. 
Not only w ith Germ any have better rela­ 
tions been accom plished by the wise states­ 
m anship and tbe far-seeing diplomacy of 
Pope Leo. 
Portugal had beeu very cold to 
the Vatican for m any years. 
The settle­ 
m ent of tho Goa questi n, between Eng­ 
land and Portugal, by the Vatican, bas 
made Louis ll. a warm friend of the holy 
sec. 
° 
The action of th e Pope in becoming pro­ 
tector of tho infant King of Spain, and his 
stern condem nation of all th e C arlist and 
other attem pts to overturn tho constituted 
authority of Hpain. have bound firm aud 
last to tho V atican Hie heal ta of the Spanish 
people. 
France not long ago refused the Pope’s 
nuncio at Tonquin. Now it has expressed 
its desire for tne presence of some em inent 
French prelate at Tonquin. 
England, too, is learning daily tb a t law 
and order and governm ent have no better 
frlond on earth than the Pope. 
The influence of th# church in foreign 
countries has beeu oiost rem arkable. In 
China, iu Japan, in Australia, in the Indies, 
new fields have been opened to the Catholic 
missionaries. From Persia come gifts and 
a most courteous letter to (he V atta an. with 
tile promise of welcome aud ju st treatm ent 
ot aff C hristians in Persia. 
In Am erica the churel, has grown so 
rapidly th at tbe necessity of a third Ameri­ 
can cardinal has already > eon discussed. 
New colleges for the education of priests 
have been opened. Among tile best stands 
tbe American College. D ie great college 
of tho Propaganda was never better at­ 
tended, and has this year received aa ap­ 
propriation of a million from the Pope. 
The attention of the Pone has also been 
directed to general Christian education aud 
to those problem s which most agitato mod­ 
ern society. Tim Catholic schools iii Rome 
have been vastly improved, and the strictest 
orders have been issued to the bishop and 
clergy everyw here tor the good and efficient 
education of tbe young people under their 
charge. In Rome the Pope has instituted 
the Academy of .St. Thom as Aquinas, and 
all the works of tho great doctor of tho 
church are to lie ^p u b lish ed and exten­ 
sively circulated am ong the clergy. 
In nodal questions, such as tho form ation 
of Hie w orkingm en’s < lubsioerctasouvriers) 
and the powerful association Catliolique 
I uiverselle, 
established 
in France, tho 
Pope has taken un im portant p a rt It is 
true he has been favored in th at success 
by the existing conditions of Europe, Tbe 
A narchists of France, the Socialists in Ger­ 
many and Belg urn, the N ihilists in Russia 
have united th e ruling powers with the 
Pope, who appears as the upholder of order 
ami obedience to constituted authority and 
law. 
The w orkingm an has nowhere a 
wiser, trner friend than the Pope, for the 
Pope tells him chat he may never forget 
his duties to his State. 
No w orkingm an’s club or order will ever 
m eet opposition from l.eo XIII. when he 
knows th at its purposes are true to the work­ 
ingm an him self and loyal to the govern­ 
m ent and no alleged patriots will ever re­ 
ceive his encouragem ent in m eeting gross 
and adm itted wrongs tty violence and insur­ 
rection. The K nights or Labor have noth­ 
ing to fear from him , lf the order will bear 
the lig h t

his vote, w hich m ade the Broadway rail­ 
road a possibility. H e created quite a scene 
in T w eed’s old court house, where Judge 
Barrett and tw elv e jurors, w ith tbe force of 
th e district attorney’s office, and his owu 
associates, th e distinguished orator D aniel 
Dougherty from Philadelphia, and others, 
w ere endeavoring honestly, I dare say, to 
ascertain w hether th e defendant was guilty 
or not. 
W # have fallen upon carious days. 
It used to be considered th at the law pre­ 
sum ed every m an Innocent until he was 
proven guilty. 
Now judges, jurors, new s­ 
paper w riters and district attorneys go upon 
the theory th at every m an is guilty unless 
he can prove him self in n ocen t 
I don’t 
Marne Cleary for not w ish in g to be tried 
before Judge Barrett. It doesn’t necessarily 
im ply that Judge Barrett is a bad man, 
but. g ood or bad. Judge Barrett is hum an, 
and h avin g tried ail these alderm anic 
cases has placed h im self squarely on the 
record th at be b elieves them all to be 
gu ilty: and, as the evidence against one is 
the evidence against all, where in the nam e 
of heavens can he find Im partiality, and 
w hy should he exp ect other people to be­ 
lieve th at be is superhum an enough to be 
im partial? 
Nobody believes it. 
H e doesn't believe it. 
E very day since this m an has been on 
trial, and for w eek s prior to it, every prin­ 
cipal newspaper in the city of N ew York 
has clam ored for his conviction. 
Every 
possible d evice has been resorted to, not 
only to show bis guilt, but to paralyze tb e 
efforts of bis friends and his counsel, by 
m aking it appear th at his friends were com ­ 
m ittin g a heinous crim e in assorting their 
belief in bis innocence, and were adding to 
that crim e by avow ing their intention to 
stand by bim In every m aterial possible 
way, until it be show n th at he is guilty. 
B ut w ith th at we have n othing to do. 
I am Dot discussing Cleary’s gu ilt or inno 
cene#, nor do I intend to rattle any chest 
nuts from the reports of the w eek now 
closed, but I did think th at the scene in. 
Barrett’s court, when Shafer yelled his de-_ 
hance to "P ulitzer of th e W orld,’’ was sug-* 
gestive of other m arked scenes in N ew York 
court rooms. 
The death of Mr. Beecher 
Drought to m y m ind very vivid ly his co n ­ 
nection. thoroughly accidental, w ith the 
m arriage of Albert D. Richardson upon bis 
deathbed to Abby Sage M aclarland. 
Mr. 
B eecher was very seriously aud very gen­ 
erally condem ned for w hat lie did on that 
occasion, but it had been represented to 
him that M acfarland and his w ife were 
legally separated, and th at R ichardson aud 
this lady, w ho had long contem plated mar­ 
riage, were desirous of having a legal cere­ 
m ony rertorm ed then and there, in antici­ 
pation of his death, then m om entarily ex ­ 
pected. 
W ith the death of Richardson 
cam e 
T h e A c c u s a tio n o f M u rd er 
against M acfarland, and he was tried, per­ 
haps you w ill rem em ber, before th at sturdy 
jurist, John K. H ackett. 
H ackett cam e cf good stock. 
H is father was th e great Falstaff of his 
ag a 
He w as a N ew York boy with a N ew 
York education, supplem ented by a rom an­ 
tic experience in California. 
Ile was an 
intim ate friend of the elder Bennett, end a 
great adm irer of 
M>a Bennett, w hich, 
leading up to an intim acy w ith their f am ily, 
brought him into frequent contact with the 
younger B ennett.w ho was a boy when H ack­ 
ett was a man. T he younger Bennett, lik e 
lits father, was a man of strong lik es and 
dislikes. 
He w as very fond of out door 
sports, and as H ackett was a keen shot, a 
patien t fisherm an aud athlete in every sense 
of the term, lie and ills young com panion 
becam e more than friends, they becam e in­ 
tim ates, and young B en nett’s favor did 
more to put John K. H ackett on tile bench 
as re onler of this great city than Hie regard 
he w h s field in by his fellow s of the bar or 
the esteem of the public in general. I think 
Mr. Garvin w as district attorney at tho 
tim e of M acfarland’s trial, but Noah D avis, 
then a recent im portation here,w as brought 
into the case as chief prosecutor. John Gra­ 
ham , one of the < ddost. one of the m ost ec­ 
centric. at the sam e tim e one of the m ost 
talented, m ost effective speakers of our 
local bar. was Hie chief counsel for the de­ 
fence. D avis, in ins calm , im perturbable 
m anner, crossed the Hot tem peram ent of 
Graham repeatedly, and it was evid en t to 
m en lam inar w ith G raham ’s m ethods that 
sooner or later a row would ensue, 
lie 
quarrelled w ith lits life-long friend,H ackett. 
H e bullyragged th e jury, hebrow i eito d the 
witnesses, and finally, w hen D avis inter­ 
rupted him ouce too often, he grasped a 
huge volum e of the Code in his hands aud 
threatened to brain his antagonist then and 
there, 
it was all H ackett could do to re­ 
store order in tile court- 
D uring tin s trial of Cleary som e of bis 
counsel m ade a m otion 
before another 
justice of the 
Suprem e Court, looking 
toward a change of presiding justice on 
various grounds, aud alt'iough it w asn’t 
stated distinctly, I presum e th e substratum 
of dissatisfaction was th at Barrett, haviug 
tried the other cases, and being saturated 
w ith his ow n conviction, was in no judicial 
fram e of m ind. They didn’t say so in so 
m any words, but that is the com m on sense 
of it; and right here let m e say that I never 
have been able to account for the deference, 
the hum ility, tho babyishness, in fact, of 
law yers in the presence of a judge. 
R espect for the law ? Yes. 
R espect for the bench? Y’es. 
Respect for the individuals, if he deserves 
it, yes; but if lie doesn’t, n a 
He is part 
and parcel of the court. 
Ho doesn’t own 
the place. 
He is a servant of the people, 
and, as a report of Cham berlain Iv ies’ 
speech revealed, he pays, when a candidate, 
for votes aud for expenses, a trem endous 
assessm ent, running up to 
b e t w e e n 8 2 0 ,0 0 0 an d 8 5 0 ,0 0 0 , 
every tim e h e com es before tho public, just 
as other politicians pay; so, in reasoning 
about th e m atter, I have com e to th e con. 
elusion that this deference, this hum ility, 
is the norm al outgrow th of lifelon g sub­ 
m ission. Tile law yers first go to court as

At the close of the trial Judge 
D avis notilied the law yers for the defence 
that ho wished to see them . T hey tiled 
into the court lik e so many whipped school 
boys.

Nestor of our local bar, one of tile best 
e nipped men rn an all-round fight this 
country ever sa w ; there w as W. 0 . Bartlett, 
universally conceded to be the best consti­ 
tutional law yer in the country, a leading 
writer on tbe Now York Sun, ch ief counsel 
for m any of th e m ost em inent m erchants 
in tbe 
laud; Judge W illiam Fullerton, 
Beecher’s old antagonist, him self a ..arist 
of many years’ experience on th e bench, 
w ise, 
shrewd, 
successful; tiro younger 
Bartlett, now a judge on the Supremo 
Bench, and, I think, young .D u d ley Field, 
but ot that I ain not. certain. Judge D avis 
inform ed them th at they were thoro to ex ­ 
plain their im pertinence to tire court. 
W hat Had they done? 
They had heard him say distinctly that 
there was to be hut one sentence, aud they 
ventured to rem ind him of it, 
A n d T h a t TVits I m p e r tin e n c e . 
He listened yrliile Judge Fullerton, in be­ 
half of th is array of learned counsel, to 
w hich, by the way, should be added John 
Graham, made the m ost hum ble apology 
you ever dream ed of. 
It w asn’t true. 
It 
was absolutely false. 
They had heard 
Judge D avis say so. and y et they w anted to 
w riggle out of It ana pretend th at tliev had 
not only had heard him say so. but im plied 
that tftev didn't m ean to say that th ey had 
heard him say so. 
B ut on too of it Judge 
Davis, w ho had sentenced 
W illiam 
M. 
Tweed to a cu m u lative se n te n c e d tw elve 
years’ im prisonm ent, and, I think, $12,500 
tine, im posed on c a d i one of those m en a 
line of $250, and ordered that th ey should 
be com m itted to the city prison u n til it was 
paid. 
Each drew his check on the spot, 
w itli the exception of th e tw o young men, 
w ho were let off w itu a sim ple reprimand. 
Aud the end? 
The end w as th at th e ca se was carried to 
the Court of Apneal#, a n d the Court of Ap­ 
peals decided that th e sentences were ille­ 
gal, and th at w hat Judge D avis b d said at 
nrst, that there tieing hut one indictm ent, 
one trial, one jury and one conviction, 
there could be but one sentence, and that 
sentence one year on B lackw ell’s island, so 
that all their apology and all their contri­ 
tion, and all their gettin g dow n on their 
knees aud pretending that they hadn’t 
heard, or that they didn’t m ean to imply 
tit at they had heard him say so, w ent for 
nothing. 
Tweed could have been rightfully sen­ 
tenced to one year on the Isianu, but in 
order to gain public favor he w as sent up 
tor tw'elvt, years, aud at the expiration of a 
year lie was released by an order of tb e Ap­ 
pellate Court. 
But it didn’t m ake any dif­ 
ference. Judge I<avis was hailed every­ 
w here as the man w ho sentenced Tweed, 
and his newspaper popularity w as im m ense. 
N ow . w hether Judge Barrett’s temporary 
popularity a9 th e m an who has sentenced 
all these alderm en, and who tries every one 
ot them , w ill pay him in the end. is a ques­ 
tion that the end alone can determ ine. 
Judges don’t alw ays have th eir own way. 
Som e vears ago th e eon of a w ell-know n 
banker here was sen t to Sing Swig for 
forgery. 
H e was a w eil-bohaved fellow, 
and conducted h im self rem arkably w ell in 
prison, obeying all the rules and doing the 
work as best be could. 
His friends, think­ 
ing that public tenting Against him had 
died away, quietly m ade an etfort to have 
him released. At th at tim e George Barnard, 
one of the brightest man we ever had, who 
was subsequently im peached, w as a justice 
of tim Suprem e Court. 
An order was pro­ 
cured from him directing th e warden to 
bring th e prisoner to this city, and notice 
was served OU D istrict A ttorney Garvin, 
late in the afternoon, that on tn e follow ing 
m orning at IO o’clock a m otion would be 
made for som e legal step, w hich would have 
the inevitable effect of 
U d e n a ls g th e M s * A lto g e th e r - 
T he m otion was m ade th e follow in g morn­ 
ing by W illiam W alter Phelps, and Judge 
Barnard, who knew th e case and th e peo­ 
ple thoroughly, havin g m ade up his mind 
to grant the m otion, had his decision written 
on a sheet of foolscap paper, w hich he de­ 
posited in the drawer of his de«k. 
Mr. 
Phelps made bls m otion, which was listened 
to by perhaps half a dozen law yers who 
accidentally dropped in. and by one news- 
paper man. a friend of the district attorney. 
Mr. Garvin responded. 
He knew perfectly 
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R E M O V E D ! 
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per 
w ell th at Barnard had m ade up his mind 
to decide in favor of the convict. He 
also had m ade up his m ind that if Bar­ 
nard did so, he 
should do it 
squarely 
in the face of ligh t and kn ow ledge that his 
course was wrong and indefensible, so he 
laid him self out, and. to the am azem ent of 
Judge Barnard, w ho had alw ays looked 
upon him as an am iable and inoffensive 
patty, he absolutely defied th e judge, aud 
dared him to traverse justice, propriety, 
equity and law by the procedure, which he 
understood the judge was w illin g to in­ 
dorse. 
Tile counsel for the convict, w ith 
w orldly wisdom and quick w it, saw rue 
situation in a m om ent, 
and before the 
am azed and astonished justice had oppor­ 
tu nity to speak a word in behalf of the 
friends of his client, w ithdrew the m otion, 
ami lite district attorney’s objections pre­ 
vailed. 
A judge, self-w illed, opinionated, w ith 
his head sw elled by popular Battery, is a 
dangerous creature. 
His power is just th is sid eo f om nipotence, 
and shrewd law yers very rarely care to 
defy and contest w ith a judge for obvious 
reasons. 
It m ay injure not only th e cane of 
tile client, w iiose interests th ey are for the 
m om ent attending to, but It puts them in 
disfavor w itli th is authority, who, being 
elected by the people for fourteen years, 
eau, if he chooses, m ake him self extrem ely 
disagreeable, and for a long period of tune. 
Here is a case in point. Bourke Cochran, 
w lio was recently elected m em ber for Con­ 
gress, w ill ne rem em bered by m any as the 
Tam m any H all orator who captured the 
convention 
w hich 
nom inated 
Grover 
Cleveland, and was th e idol of the hour, 
w as asked w ithin a very few w eeks if he 
would undertake th e defence of one of the 
boodlers. 
Ile said in reply: “Have you 
$20,000 to give m e tor my fee?" The de­ 
fendant looked at him in am azem ent and 
said; 
"W hy, 
no. 
"Then." continued 
Cochran, "it 
w ould be 
im possible 
for 
m e to defend you. 
T w enty 
thousand 
dollars I know to be a large 
fee, but 
as the first th in g I should do would be 
to in volve m yself In a fight w ith the judge, 
w h ich at the close of the trial would very 
likely end in m y being disbarred for a year, 
you m ust see that I should need all of th at 
$20 OOO on w hich to live." 
W ell, the 
boodler didn’t have the pluck or the m oney, 
I don’t kmnv w hich, but, at all events, 
Cochran was not retain ed ; and, by the way, 
if Cot-hran's tact,cs had been adopted, the 
case of Ferdinand Ward w ould not be 
w here it is today. 
It is art open secret that 
all parties recognize the im propriety of Fer­ 
dinand W ard’s present lodging in Sing 
Sing. 
H ow ever m uch he m ay deserve im ­ 
prisonm ent, it is believed that 
l i e Is Ai at T h e r e L e g a lly , 
and that the case,as tried before Judge Bar­ 
rett, could be very readily upset and a pew 
trial procured. 
But G eneral Tracy, w ho 
was the senior counsel, argued that if a 
m otion for a new trial were to succeed, and 
Ward were to be let out, on bail or other­ 
wise, he would instantly be rearrested, this 
tim e by the U nited States authority, and 
lie w ould th en be tried in th e U nited States 
Court, w here the m achinery for conviction 
is alw ays w ell oiled, aud where the sam e 
testim ony th at sent Fish to Auburn could 
be relied upon to send Ward to Sing Sing, 
so that, atter all, he w ould n’t gain ani* 
thing. 
B ullying is som ething I tak e no stock in, 
not alone because of lbs rude traversing of 
pleasant ongoing in life, but because it 
rarely succeeds. Mr. Shafer gained nothing 
by attem pting to 
bully in court. 
The 
E vening Post has lost friends bv its attem pt 
to bully Mr. H yde, the em ployer of ex- 
Alderman Cleary. 
The contrast between 
tbe suave m ethod of silver-tongued Daniel 
Dougherty, w ho has laid N ew York captive 
at his feet, and the explosive m anner of 
John Graham and Ira Shafer, affords an 
adm irable opportunity of study tor young 
law yers at th e bar. Many m en have b u idea 
that threatening words and lofty looks, aud 
a driving, pushing, beligerent w ay enables 
them to gam points in lite. 
It may for a w hile. 
Modest m en, gentlem en, gat out of their 
way, us they would get out of the way of a 
rum bling om nibus on the street, or of a 
roaring bull. or oi a barking dog. 
B ullying 
com panions are not welcom ed anywhere. 
John Graham, in attem Dting to bully Noah 
D avis, necessitated Recorder H ackett’# sig­ 
nal rebuke of him : and yet Graham for 
aw hile succeed ’d. Noah D avis bullied very 
successfully th e em inent lawyers in th e 
Tw eed case, aud for a w hole year was re­ 
garded as a trium phant squelcher of people
